ON I, AND DAMAGE CLAIMS APPOINTED, j 

Although Monday evening’s session of 
the board of aldermen was a special meet- ; 
ing, called only to appropriate money for j 
the city’s March expenses, It occupied 
fifty-live minutes. There was scarcely any- , 
thing else of Importance on the docket that j 
provoked more than common interest. 

President Knowlton oalled the board to ' 
order at 7.43 o’clock. Eighteen members 1 
were present. 

The purpose of the meeting was laid be- j 
fore the board in a communication from 
the mayor. He also said that it had been 
necessary to expend a greater amount of j 
money for the removal of snow this year 
than that which is usually allowed. 

In regard to the sale of the poor farm, 1 
the mayor said he negotiated for its dis- 
posal, and had arranged that it might be 
occupied by the city until November 1st, : 
1890. He also recommended that the board 
so legislate, that the erection of a new 
almshouse might be commenced immediate- j 
ly on the city^ lot on Winchester street. | 
These communications from the mayor ; 
were received, and that portion relating ■ 
to the new almshouse was referred to the 
public property committee. 

PETITIONS 

A number of petitions were received 
and acted upon as follows: of Q. A. Moore 
for gravel sidewalk on Allerton road, re- 1 
ferred to highway committee; of New- 
ton Boston street railway company for 
sewer on llnmer street, referred to the 
sewer committee; and of gas and tele- 
phone companies for locations on Wood- 
ward street ; hearings ordered March 17 
A petition signed by John A. Lowell, 
W. 11. Aspinwail, W. R Dupee, R. M. 
Salton stall and others was presented, ask- 
ing that the city’s petition, now before 
the legislature, known as house bill 527, 
known ns the board of survey aet and re- 
lating to the laying out and construction 
of streets in Newton, be withdrawn from 
the legislature, the petitioners deeming it 
detrimental to the landowners, and the 
best interests of the city. Later two other i 
petitions to the same effect were presented 
and received. 

It was explained by Alderman Dana • 
that t he committee on cities of the legis- 
lature, was to give the mutter a hearing ! 
on March 1st. lie moved that the city | 
solicitor be instructed to arrange for a I 
postponement of the hearing, and the ' 
board of aldermen give the petitioners a j 
hearing March (1th, at 8 o’clock. 

After consultation with the city solicitor, 1 
this motion was put, and carried. 

ORDERS 

Under this head the original purpose for | 
the call of the speoiul meeting became 
known. An order appropriating S 151,050 
for Marcli expenses of the city was pre- 
sented at the Feb. ‘20th meeting. It was ' 
at that time referred to the finance com- j 
mittee. Since then it had developed that 
this order should be acted upon before ' 
March <»th. The board members were not | 
notified until last Saturday, and although 
notifications had been sent some members . 
of the finance committee, that body w f as 
unable to hold a meeting on Monday. 

On motion of Alderman White, the rules 
were suspended, and a recess taken that 
an opportunity might be given the finance 
committee to hold a meeting, and report : 
on this order. 

At the close of the recess, which lasted 
about ten minutes, the finance committee 
reported, recommending the passage of the j 
order. The sum of $151,050 was then ap- 
propriated for the March expenses. 

The same committee recommended that 
the city treasurer be authorized to borrow 
$300,000 for temporary loans in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes. 

At fir&t it was thought bast to adopt this 
order, but then again the city solicitor’s 
opinion was asked. He said that he 
thought the board could act on no other 
business than that for which the call had 1 
been issued. 

It was decided to lay this order until ! 
next meeting. 

Alderman White moved that a select 
committee on laud claims consisting of 
Aldermen Ivy, Dana and Weeks, be in- 
structed to co-operate with the mayor and 
city solicitor in the settlement of claims 
on account of land damages, made as a re- 
sult of the construction of the Common- | 
Aveulth avenue boulevard, the widening | 
of Washington street, the abolition of 
grade crossings, and the widening of Lex- | 
iugtou and Auburn stieets. 

Alderman Dana told how lie thought 
Alderman White better qualified to serve 
on this committee. There was an exchange 
of compliments between these two gentle 
men which was filially settled just before 
adj mrivuvent, the board voting that Alder- 
man White should serve in place of the 
Ward 7 alderman. 

Alderman Whittlesey was opposed to 
giving this special committee so much 
power. He thought the board should see 
what recommendations the committee had 
in mind before settlements were made. 

Alderman Dana raised a point of order 
questioning the board’s right to act on 
this subject at a special meeting. Aguin , 
the citv solicitor was sent for. 

In the meantime, Alderman Wiiite told j 
how such a committee had that power 
last year, and that for two years ex- j 
Mayor Uothfeld had been employed for 
this work. lie did not think the coin- 
piittee cared to dicker back and forth, first 
with the claimants, and then the board, 
ile pressed ttie matter for action at that 
time because he thought there were sev- 
eral claims hanging which should be at 
mice settled; this subject could not be 
acted upon in the form it hud been pre- 
sented. it was tiien ruled, as tile board 
had no right to authorize the expenditure 
wf money at a special meeting. 

After hearing the opinion of the city so 
Heitor, the following motion was ruled in 
order, put and carried : tliut u select com- 
mittee on claims consisting of Aldermen 
Ivy, White and Weeks, be instructed to 
co-operate with the mayor and city so- 
licitor in the settlement of lund damage 
claims on account of the construction of 
the Commonwealth avenue boulevard, the 
widening of Washington street, the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings, ami the widening 
of Lexington and Auburn streets. 

At 8 55 o’clock the board adjourned until 
uext Monday evening.

COMPLIMENTARY TO REV. DR. GEORGE E- 
MERRILL, PRESIDENT OK COLGATE. 


The Baptist Ministers’ Conference gave 
a farewell dinner M m lay aftern » nil at , 
the Parker II mu, II at m, t> Riv. Dr. 
G sorgo E. Merrill of this pUos, the newly ' 
eteotel president of Colgate University, 
New York. 

There wore about 75 ministers gathered 
around the b ».ard, nvar which R iv. C. H. 
Watson of Arlington preside I. 

Rev. E P. Farnham of Salem, the suo 
oossor of Dr. Merrill in that pulpit, began 
tho speaking and was followed by Rev. Dr 
C. B. Crane of Cambridge and Rev. Dr. 
Jesse B. Tho ins All spoke in the highest 
terms of Dr. Merrill. Original poems were ! 
read by Riv. Dr. Henry C. Graves and 
Prof. II B Grose, editor of tho Watch- 
nun. Rev. Or/ille Co its spoke for the 1 
alumni of Colgate. 

Then Dr. Merrill was presented, and said I 
in part: “I appreciate the responsibility I 
that rests upon me. An institution that 
for four-fifths of a century has turned out I 
so many men for the profession, and the I 
work an institution with such a history j 
and such a fruitage of m ire than ‘200o 
ministers and 125 missionaries, presents re- 1 
sponsibilitles before which any man may j 
well quail, yet opportunities which to a 
man must be always welcome. 

"I think the work at Colgate will be in ! 
tlu> future much as it is now. It is a small 
college. It is a religious college. I do not I 
believe it can ever become a very large 
school. If it does it will lose one of its J 
two functions. I have known enough of a 
lurge school to know that it has certain dis- I 
advantages. In the class at Harvard in 
which l graduated there were 110 men, and 1 
it was even then necessary to divide the 
class. Now the classes ran up to 500 or 
goo or 1000, It is becoming more and more 
difficult for a student in the large school to ; 
receive that share of the influence of great 
men who go to make up the faculty of a 1 
university.”

in temperance conveyed in so signal a man- 
ner, and the distresses of a severe winter 
continued to beset the ragged army. 

And about after this manner Senate bill 
41 would have physiology tuuglit in the 
public schools. 

The student would learn something about 
history perhaps, as he would learn some- 
thing about physiology, but it would be 
history distorted and colored all through 
for a special purpose, and would disgust 
and antagonize the student instead of en- 
lightening and convincing him. The bill 
should be killed in the interests of wise 
temperance instruction, if for no other 
cause.

“poor iiiuu’s country.” its exploitation .

.sincere thauk.s to the Ghapiiic for itn 
discovery that an obscure newspaper in m 
deserves recognition at the hands of the 
great emancipator at Washington. Unfor- 
tunately its editor failed to stipulate what 
the writer’s now federal ollioe slmll be, so 
while McKinley picks him out a job lie 
may as well beguile time by writing, at 
least one more letter from the legislators. 

Monday demonstrated fully that this was 
to be a week of hard work for the legisla- 
tors. While less than a dozen committees 
wore in session, tint number had each a 
matter with a great deal of meat in it, to 
consider. Perhaps the one which had 
more concerning matters of interest to 
Newton than any other, was metropolitan 
ntTairs, which took up the i]uestlon of m ik- 
ing Nantasket beach a public reservation. 
The arguments in its favor are many, but 
the metropolitan park commission in its re- 
port, issued last week, li itly stated that it 
did not care for any more water parks, and 
intimated that its study of the question 
had oonvinoed it that no more were needed. 
Oneoaunot blame the people who live along 
the south shore, and particularly those who 
have summer re3ideuces, for desiring to see 
Nantasket beach renovated as Kovero beach 
has been ; hut the careful student of these 
subjects might well inquire what would 
have been the result at Revere beach If the 
town of Revere had persisted in voting to 
grant liquor licenses after her beach had 
been taken. The tirst step in the Nantasket 
ease should be the refusal to license beer 
selling on the beach, and then perhaps the 
park commissioners would relent. 

Mr. Chudwiok made his maiden apaech 
in the house on Friday, In opposition to the 
bill repealing the street watering assess- 
ment law, which was refused substitution 
for the adverse report of the committee on 
cities. It seemed to he generally felt that 
tills bill was not of importance except as 
the advance agent of another measure, be 
fore metropolitan affairs. to repeal the 
sewer rental act, which is being held up to 
see wlmt is decided by the supreme court 
us to its constitutionality. It is useless to 
declaim against special taxes so long as the 
street watering act is on the statute book 
and unopposed. In his position Mr Chad- 
wick strongly rellecteu the position of 
Newton us shown through her solicitor. j 
Mr. Langford has succeeded in getting 
tile rules of the house suspended to admit ' 
a bill to guard against the injury or destruc- 
tion of street railway signals. This will 
make the law relating to railroad signals ap- 
ply to them. If the senate suspends the rules 
the matter can be considered. Thus far 
the senate has admitted everything which 
the house has voted to admit, though not 
always with perfect willingness. There is 
going to be a day when suspensions will 
stop oil short, and we must hope that day 
will not come on the Langford bill. 

Mr. Coolidge of your town had a busy 
time of it Monday morning. Measures 
concerning actions for recovery in case of 
injury or death by accident were before 
the probate committee. They were the 
bills of Mr. Carey of Haverhill, socialist 
democratic member. Mr. Carey does not 
travel about with dynamite bombs con- 
cealed ou his person, but seeks to readjust 
society by m ans of u very earnest manner, 
an engaging smile and mild arguments, in 
which lie in effect apologizes for bringing 
his views to unwilling ears. Therefore it 
was a melodramatic moment when Mr. 
Everett W. Burdett followed his remarks 
by reminding the committee that “the red 
head of socialism” had appeured in its 
midst. Mr. Coolidge tried different tactics 
ami demolished the bills by showing flint 
one presumed that the plaintiff in such 
suits had exercised duo care, while the 
other presumed that the defendant had 
been negligent. ‘‘Heads I win; tails you 
lose.” Mr. Carey did not intend to present 
such absurd measures. They were given 
him by a representative of the trainmen, 
and drawn bv u lawyer in whom he lmd 
confidence. When pressed to defend them 
be did so with an admission that they were 
defective, and naturally in answer to ques- 
tions suid tiiat lie believed existing condi- 
tions of society were responsible for the 
pressure which compelled employed to do 
so much ina short time that they became 
careless. This was the red-headed social- 
ism to which Mr. Burdett referred. Sena- 
tor Harwood lias the main bill of the 
Haverhill member on this subject, before 
the committee on the judiciary, of which lie 
is a member. That bills so closely related 
should have become divided and got into 
tile builds of two committees was one of 
file natural consequences of the rush of 
the early days of February. It is one of 
the reasons why we do not get through 
earlier. 

Then Mr. Coolidge went into the street 
railway committee to protest in the name 
of his clients against a bill to permit the 
incorporation of the Massachusetts eleotrio 
freight railway company. The city of 
Brockton has been growing faster than any 
other excepting, perhaps Everett, for many 
years past. Her citizens are bound to have 
about wliut they want, and so have recent- 
ly been making a good deul of trouble for 
the New Haven road by insisting on lower 
freight rates. The rates were cut, then the 
rull road gave such terms that the cars of 
lines centering in Boston were permitted 
to reach Brockton on the New Haven 
tracks, though they represented competing 
lines, and dually after several lengthy 
hearings before Commissioner Bishop and 
Ills associates, wliut wus supposed to be 
satisfactory papers were drawn up and the 
petition was withdrawn. Immediately 
this bill for the freight couipuny to run 
over the West End and other tracks to 
Brockton wus presented. Col. Benton, for 
the New Haven road, hinted at bad faith, 
while Counsel Coolidge on opposition to 
nil such schemes, punctured Hie scheme by 
pointing out tliut under Hie Boston Elevat- 
ed bill of two yours since tiie legislature 
agreed to put no more burdens on tiie road 
against its will, except through general 
laws, for twenty years. This is not a 
general luw. 

Mr. Lungford lias been listening recently 
ill committee to arguments leluting to tlm 
sale of water by meter, the idea being to 
give all humanity in Hie metropolitan dis- 
trict uiui elsewhere the benefits of this 
system. Mr. Walter L< Sours, who believes 
and apparently witli some show of reason, 
that it will be feasible to give Hie citizens 
water for domestic uses without Hie cere- 
mony of puyiug water rules, opposes the 
meter as putting oil Hie halcyon day which 
lie heralds, but if we are not to have free 
water. Hie meter is Hie next best tiling. 
Manufactures bus recently been giving 
beat iugs ou metered electricity, also. In 
both eases tiie opponents of Hie idea claim 
tliut meters me irresponsible muchiues, 
t hough in ull cases the} claim they err in 
favor of the consumer. A member of Hie 
committee one day asked a witness if lie 
believed Edison would put ou tiie market 
u meter that wus not reliable. It reminded 
me tliut 1 have seen in Prof. Thomson's 
model room at l.jiin at least li it y different 
types of electric meters which have become 
obsolete through (lie invention ol better 
ones. Notwithstanding this, a mail is fool- 
ish who takes his water through uio tiling 
but a meter, if lie can get one. 1 am not 
speaking Mr. Langford's sentiments, but 
my own. 

The urniual report of the metropolitan 
nurk commission discusses the work w hich 
lias been done in the usual entertaining 
manner. As to the Charles river mutter 
the board confesses tbut it is umbarassed 


by the uncertainty as to the future condi- 
tions of tiie river, whether Its hanks will 
continue to he Hooded by the tide, or wheth- 
er the proposed dam will come to ho 
built to convert it into a fresh water 
Stream. They hope to have tin* boating 
facilities for passing the dams at Newton 
Lower and Upper Falls greatly Improved 
for next season. A study for takings be- 
tween Hemlock Gorge and Dedham lias 
been made, to sunplein mt the holdings of 
tiie Newton and Brookline water works. 
The foregoing is from the landscape archi- 
tects’ report. The report of tiie secretary 
discusses the takings along the banks of 
the Charles at some length. 

Every year there is some fa 1 which 
brings a certain class of people to tiie state 
house in large numbers. i do not mean 
that tiie fad has no merit, for it lias often, 
and the people who come are the best peo- 
ple in the world, if looks count for any- 
thing. They wear good clothes, they are 
well-to-do i i appearance, they are enthusi 
antic beyond nelief, and clap and hiss to 
the full extent allowed by the chair man of 
the committee which gives the hearing. 
Of course the people who hiss are w mien, 
I cannot say why. One year tiie bill for 
regulation of tiie practice of medicine 
brought the orowd. Another year it was 
whether wo should not prohibit child in- 
surance. Still another year it was Chris 
tiuu Science. Last year it was the Chil- 
dren's Bureau. This year it is osteopathy. 

I have never seen a finer looking set of peo- 
ple Hum those in the osteopathy hearings, 
mid as for enthusiasm ami an energetic 
way of showing it! Well, doubtless it may 
be true that the individual identity of the 
units making up the child insurance, chil- 
dren’s bureau and osteopathy supporters 
may be different, but in the mass they look 
tiie same. We are going to have some 
bitter technieal debates on osteopathy, I 
judge, before tiie question is settled. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers, Newton's eminent 
special pleader, bus been arguing before 
tno committee on mercantile affairs tliut 
there is no more reason for the supervision 
of the telephone business than there is for 
tli© supervision of the sale of Hour and 
grocercies. Perhaps the genial Powers be- 
lieves this himself, and oerhaps lie doesn’t. 

1 shouldn't be surprised if lie persuaded 
tiie committee to believo It, for lie lias 
great “powers” of persuasion 

The Newton bill for n board of survey 
was to be before the committee on cities 
for a hearing til's in truing, but was post- 
poned by Mr. Chadwick, as it is hoped 
there will beau understanding between all 
parties after next week’s meeting of the 
aldermen, so that tiie bill will be with- 
drawn. 

Senator Harwood attends very closely to 
tiie work of tiie committee of the judiciary 
those days. The revolutionary scheme of 
having the house and senate committees sit 
together seems to work perfectly, though 
we shall have to wait until prorogation be- 
fore we are dead sure that the constitution 
of tiie commonwealth hasn’t been smashed 
to smithereens, for theoretically tiie joint 
sessions are ull wrong. Thus fur, however, 
the senate hasn't discovered but that it is 
us much a check upon tiie house, and vice 
versa, as ever, and meanwhile we have 
saved something like too committee hear- 
ings, and tiie senators have lmd a chance 
to be much more familiar with the ques- 
tions which have come up than was p *ssi- 
ble in .supplementary hearings, in which 
some house judiciary member repeated 
second-hand the arguments before his com- 
mittee. 

We slmll not be through our hearings 
next week, though tiie time limit expires 
Wednesday, but wo are making good pro- 
gress. Mann. 


NEWTON SINGLE TAX CLUB. 


One never wears out, lint is wortli more 
tiie more it is used; the other is always 
wearing out, disappearing in c nisnmpti mi. 
One Is a fixed quantity, the other can ho i.i 
creased at will The value of one is tlxe I 
by demand only, the price of the other by 
supply and demand. One requires no 
maintenance, repairs, or insurance; the 
other decays in a ratio even more rapid 
than is tiie growth in the land value. So 
great is tills distinction that the two must 
in any system of taxation having pretences 
to equity receive entirely different treat- 
ment. 

WltAT If* THIS ONK Till NO WK PROPOSE 
TO TAX? 

It is not the land that wo would tax, but 
the price of the monopoly by which one 
man is able to compel others to pay him Le- 
the privilege of using land, which lie did 
not make. 

Lund value Is simply a premium paid for 
the advantage of location ; it Is the value of 
tiie special privilege of the occupancy of u 
particular spot of land to all of which all 
men have an equal right, but from which 
all hut one are and must be excluded . To 
tax this value of the farm is no burden up- 
on tiie farmer, because he e.m get a better 
living by carrying on this farm after pay- 
ing the rent than from carrying on some 
other farm that nobody else wants and 
lienee has no rental value. This value in j 
farms is so small that tiie abolition of taxes 
on everything but such values would re- 
duce the farmer’s taxes to a mere trifle. 

The value of land is a value over and : 
above tiie value of all tiie wealth of the 1 
world, which is produced by labor. Ilencc I 
wo say: So long as we find upon land of 
God's creation and in a value that is solely 
the community’s creation an imperishable 
basis for taxation, that is doubly sufficient 
for public need, do not tax tiie fugitive 
perishable things which men have to renew 
and recreate every few years, requiring . 
them, as dies the present system, to pro- j ' 
vide by their labor both the taxes and Hie | 
basis of those taxes, double taxation j 
taxation with a vengeance! 

FRBE LAND. 

Wlmt do we mean when We say that the 
Single fax will free tiie land, make it 
equally free to all? The land itself Is 
God's bounty, and where there Is no rental 
value, that is, where no ground rent stands 
between man and tiie land, it is always ac- 
cessible to all men upon equal terms. On 
the other hand, in a community where so 
many men want tiie same lot tlmt the land 
itself cannot tic shared, hut favors must be 
shown to some men, then you can easily 
see tlmt the sharing of ground rent gives 
all access to tiie land upon equal terms. 
Those who have special favors will make 
returns for them to all, and special favors 
will thus cease to he special favors. As 
tiie term land includes legally all natural 
opportunities, it includes all fraiiolii.se 
rights to, on, under or over tiie land, 
especially those of railroads, telegraphs, 
gas pipes and the like. These are wortli 
more than ull tiie farm laud in tiie country. 

When those enjoying all these speciil I 
privileges, especially the privilege of the 
private appropriation of ground rent, pay j 
into tiie public treasury the market value 
of these favors, tiie public exchequer will 
overflow with taxation according to bene- 
fits bestowed, and there will be no need or 
room for so-called taxation, according to , 
ability, or what is usually understood by 
tiie general property tax.

The regular meeting of the club was held 
on Monday evening at 230 Bellevue street. 
It was decided to respond to the Worcester 
publishers of tiie Newton directory for 
1300 by giving them a list of the officers of 
the ch b with place and dates of meeting. 

Arrangements were reported as complete 
for a supper to be given by the club to the 
pastors of the Newton churches at tiie 
Newton club house, Monday evening, 
March (». Reception at 5.30, supper at <».3o. 
Any interested friend will be welcome, and 
ticket may may be lmd upon notification 
to the chairman on or before next Saturday. 

It wus voted to extend an invitation for 
the supper to the “Rectory Club,” a body 
of young men connected with St. Mary's 
ohurch at Newton Lower Falls, who 
are making a special study of the doc- 
trine of Henry George. 

The interests of the farmers in an im 
proved system < f taxation were considered 
in Hie following remarks: Adam Smith 
said: A hundred years ago "Hie subjects 
of every state ought to contribute toward 
the support of the government as nearly us 
possible in proportion to their respective 
abilities, tlmt is to say, in proportion to the 
revenue which they respectively enjoy un- 
der tiie protection of tiie .states.” 

Tills maxim seems plausible, ami were 
there only one kind of revenue it would lie 
a sound maxim today. Hut there is 
one kind of revenue that is thu wages of 
labor, the reward of industry, and another 
kind of revenue tlmt is the profit of special 
privilege. We would not lay a tax upon 
the first kind of revenue because tiie 
second is greatly in excess of government 
needs. So much for what is known as 
thu general property tax. 

TAX BUT ONK THING. 

Under our Massachusetts system tuxes 
are assessed upon three things— personal 
j propert , buildings, mid land values. Fer- 
; sonal property is so fugitive tlmt it cannot 
be reached and is steadily losing favor us u 
basis of taxation. Out of an assessed list 
of £•>, 500, ooo, duo for greater New York in 
1803, all but $71,000,000, about t per cent, 
wus "sworn off.” With personal property 
exempt, only two tilings would reinuin to 
be tuxed, viz: buildings ami land, or, as 
they are together called real estate. 

But let me ask how, to your mitid, do 
buildings differ from what is called per- 
sonal property V Tiie only point of differ- 
ence is tlmt buildings are not fugitive uud 
cannot elude Hie tux gatherer, but is this 
a just reason why one should be taken and 
Hie other left ? The one point of complete 
resemblance is tliut buildings and personal 
property ure both equally the produets of 
labor and ure both altogether perisliuble. 
Under the single tax both would be ex- 
empted. leaving only one tiling to be taxed, 
viz: the site value ot the laud. 

WHAT IS WEALTH? 

Man by tiie application of his lubor to 
land directly or indirectly produces the 
things he wunts for the satisfaction of his 
desires. All these thing together we call 
wealth. Wealth includes whatever is left 
of ull those tilings w liicli have ever been 
made up to die present moment. Thu 
weultli of the tunnel *is his house, house- 
hold effects, his barns, his herds, bis crops, 
his implements, ills fences, drains, and ull 
other improvements, uml his invested sav- 
ings. In addition to these things, which 
are all tiie produet of lubor, he bus also his 
laud, the site value of which is usually 
enumerated as weultli, but which is not in 
uuy sense the product of labor, uml hence 
is not really weultli, but it is simply tiie 
source from which, by the application of 
labor, w eultli can be created. 

Any word ol course means wlmt people 
ure agreed that it shull mean. Suppose lor 
the moment it should be ugreed thut luiid 
value is wealth, even then wc could not 
uvoid recognizing Hie ludicul distinction 
between land value uud ull other w ealth. 
These two indeed liuve utmost nothing in 
common. God made tiie laud, inun made 
ull other property, a broad and fumiuiiieu- 
tal distinction to begin w ith. One is raw 
mute! iul, the other a munuluctuied product. 
One was created from the beginning once 
for ull time; the other bus to lie recreated, 
reproduced, replaced ever} few years. Due 
is indesli uctible, thu other perishable. 


The farmer was tiie tirst man to go upon 
the land; ills work is nearest to the land; 
he was the first producer, the first wage- 
earner, his wages being tiie full product of 
his labors. Nearly one half of the labor i 
of the country is agricultural labor; hence , 
tiie farmer’s wages must largely govern the . 
wages of Hie whole country . 

Each farmer is, so to speak, his own 
commonwealth, his own municipality, and j 
very sensibly lie municipalizes most of his 
own public utilities instead of farming ! , 
them out. The farmer provides and admin- 
isters his own water department, sewer de- 
partment, lighting department, fire depart- 
ment and notice, Wlmt then remains for 
which under a taxation according to bene- i 
fits bestowed the farmer should be taxed .’ 

If he instills a high water service of his i 
own with aqueducts to house and barn, fed 
from his own hill witli its never failing 1 
spring, or supplied by the more expensive 
wind mill, does lie add anything to tiie 
town's expense, for which lie should be • 
taxed ? 

Suppose lie is a thrifty farmer witli | 
seventeen children uud builds him a tine 
new house and a new big burn with tiie 
modern improvements, he adds thereby not 
a dollar to tiie public expense, but makes 
the town inure attractive, thus adding to 
tiie value of tiie oilier man’s farm. Why 
then should lie be taxed for them ? Three 
things reiualu, the road*, (uot state roads 
but common roads such as the farmer lias 
need of), the schools and the poor. These 
three things single taxers ure in favor of 
making a state charge, to be paid for out of 
a state tax assessed in proportion to luiid 
values. The farmer's laud value being 
comparatively small his tax would be pro- 
portionately small. Under every alternate 
industrial boom and hard times lies their 
cause in tiie alternate boom and depression 
in tiie price of laud; the single tax by re- 
ducing Hie selling value (not tiie rental 
value) of laud, will promote tiiat easier uc- 
cess to land which is the usual harbinger 
of good times. As tiie single tux will keep 
tiie selling price ot lumi down, those good 
times will be continuous and not intermit- 
tent. 

Full single tax would mean all national 
taxes apportioned to states in proportion 
to their land values; all slate taxes appor- 
I tinned to municipalities in proportion to 
their respective land values; all municipal 
taxes assessed upon land values uloue. 
Wlmt could be simpler? Mr. Sheurimui 
makes plausible in Ins book, page 147, tlmt 
this resource is doubly ample for the pres- 
ent draft upon it. 

Referring to the Single Tax Bully on 
tiie 22 nd Inst., a member of tiie club said : j 
In connection with Washington and the 
celebration of iiis birthday 1 have been 
thinking a good deal of another man, lie- ; 
tween whom ami Washington there was an 1 
affiliation of soul, a blending of hearts, like 1 
tlmt between David and Joimtliuu. That 
limn was Lafayette. 

Lafayette served as but few have the 
eternal truth— that civilization can udvauce 
only in tiie measure of Hie growtli of 
liberty, tlmt thu cure for tiie ills of liumuii 
freedom is more freedom, uud in this uguiu 
lie was the forerunner of llonry George, 
uud this spirit of altruism this recognition 
(if the fumiameutal uud iiiulieimble right 
of every man to a fair chuiicc would have 
inevitably awuketied his interest m Ibu 
cause, which seeks the larger and fuller 
emancipation of inuiikiud today. The bam* 
of coinlortalde and well-to-do classes of 
every community und every age is tlmt 
spirit of indifference to the condition ami 
welfare of others, which is in such marked 
contrast to Hie spirit of a Lufuyetle or u 
Henry George. This indifference is marked 
today, uud when indulged it ei cutes tliut 
atrophy of moral sentiment which 1ms be- 
come characteristic of our political life, 
it wus Lufuyetle who promulgated Hie 
maxim tiiat “ill great political questions it 
is generally sulest to decide against one's 
ow n interests,” uud just so surely as tlmt 
spirit led him to condemn chattel slavery 
in 1778, it would lead tiie industrial 
classes to condemn industrial slavery 
today. In its present stage of advance- 
ment the purpose of Hie Single 'lux 
, agitation is distinctly educational. it 
I tiie people cull but in* lid to realize tiie 
wrong, Hie inherent iujustiee of tiie private 
monopoly of natuial resources, it they can 
but b awakened to tiie eternal truth tliut 
I a peruiaueut civilization cannot be estab- 
lished upon un unju&l iouuuulion thou the 
question ot luxation will luku cure of it- 
self. In ull sincerity uud patieucc, there- 
fore, do we appeal to that nation, uppreheu- 
sive of wlmt is right, und allow our fellow 
citizens to calmly uud judieiously consider 
J Hie luets which ure revealed upon every 
' baud.

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TIIE POOR FARM SALE. 


The removal of the Almshouse from 
Waban seems now to be definitely as- 
sured, after years of agitation, and the 
residents of that enterprizing village are re 
joiolng. It was first agitated udder Mayor 
Burr’s administration, directly after the 
laying out of the Hano land, which was 
expected to be all covered with houses in 
a year or two, but the failure of that pro- 
jeot prevented any action being taken. 
At that time the land on Winchester 
street was secured and plans were drawn 
for a new almshouse and outbuildings, and 
the project was the cause of many elo- 
quent speeches in the city council. Since 
those days, however, Waban has made a 
steady and healthy growth, and the feeling 
has been that as soon as possible some- | 
thing should be done to remove the city 
farm to another locality, where land | 
would not be so valuable, and where it , 
would not interfere with the growth of 
the city. 

The farm oomprises a little over 63 acres 
and contains some of the finest land in 
Waban, which can be easily developed 
owing to its location so near the railroad 
station and its long frontage on Beacon 
street. It is reported that Mayor Wilson 
has received an offer of $62,000 for the 
land, from a real estate syndicate, which 
proposes to develop it, this price being 
an nverace of about 2 1-2 cents a foot. Of 
course some of the land is worth a good 
deal more than this, and if the growth of 
Waban increases as expected, it will be a 
highly profitable arrangement for the 
syndicate. But the handling of such a 
large estate and its development requires 
a good deul of time, and possibly this Is 
as good an offer as the city could secure. 

Putting up new buildings on Winchester 
street would cost. It was estimated when 
the plan was talked of some years ago, 
between $20,000 and $30,000, so that the 
city will make a profit out of the trails 
action, an l It will rec eive a revenue from 
the taxes on the old farm, which maybe 
expected to increase rapidly in value as it 
is developed. 

Tn inexperience of a primary teuuher with 
the first class from the kindergarten is the 
subject of a very interesting and amusing 
article in the March Atlantic. She began 
with thinking that now the children had 
been started In the right way of education ' 
and teaching them would be simply a 
pleasure instead of the tusk it had been ] 
with children who had never had thegreat { 
advantage of u kindergarten training, lint 
the reality was not what was expected. 
The children from the kindergarten were 
full of all sorts of knowledge that was not 
so, and every subject was met with the ob- 
jection that they had learned ull about that 
in the kindergarten. It was impossible to 
get them to apply themselves to anything, 
as they did not have to do that in the kin- 
dergarten. A simple example in addition 
must he sugar coated or they would not try 
to solve it, and as their “imaginations” hud 
been trained in the kinderuurten, they ! 
could not l>e made to say what an object ; 
was, but called a stone a white rabbit, or u 
mouse, or some other fuutustic name, ull 
except one blessed little Pat, who was mat- j 
ter of fact, and could be depended on to j 
give the right name. Finally, in despair, j 
the primary teacher went to work to up- 
root the kindergarten ideas in order that 
she might make some progress. Possibly 
the article was intended to be an exaggera- 
tion of the dilllculy, and it is all told in a 
humorous way, but evidently there was a 
substratum of serlousnesstliat goes to show 
that the teachers who follow the kinder- | 
garten are not always grateful to that in- 
stitution The article will make a sensa- 
tion among the friends of the kindergarten, ; 
mid possibly that is what the author hud in ! 
mind. Heretofore it has been held to be a ] 
little worse than high treason to even inti- 
mate thut even the slightest fault could be 
found with the kindergarten and its 
methods. 

Evidently u desperate effort is being 
made to rewrite history in order to warn 
Senator Hoar and other critics of the Im- 
perialistic policy. <ieu. (Jrosvenor, 'Speak- 
ing in the house Saturday, brought up the 
ease of Thomas Curwiti. who dared to op- 
pose the Mexican war, and who, Geu. 
Groxvenor says, for that reason, was re- 
pudiated by his party and died u broken 
hsartel in in, bar l jus l with regret that he 
had ever made such opposition. Probably 
there is no one familiar with the history 
of that time who does not know better. 
Corwin was never repudiated by any of 
his party except the pro-slavery whigs. the 
anti slavery whigs stood by him to a man. 
The whig president of 1850 made him sec- 
retary of the treasury, and Lincoln sent 
him as minister to Mexico, and his con- 
stituents in Ohio elected him again uud 
agaiu, after his alleged repudiation, 

Henry Wilson wrote <of the speech re- 


ferred to by Grosvenor that its boldness 
and high moral tone met the feeling in 
New England, and Horace Greeley advo- 
cated his nomination to the presidency. 
Far from dying broken hearted, he was 
stricken with paralysis at a social func- 
tion, surrounded with such men as Chase, 
Wade ami Sherman, and other notable 
Ohioans, of the party of lloerty of that time* 
Corwin never expressed any regret for the 
speech ami it was generally regarded as 
one of his great titles to honor. Corwin 
was the direct antipodes of Grosvenor ' 
and the men who represent Ohio today, 
and the imperialists must feel their cause 
to do desperate indeed when they resort 
to a direot falsification to the facts of his- 
tory.

Rev. Dr. Merrill’s Farewell Sermon. 


BUSINESS NOTICES. 


The Rev. G. E. Merrill, D. D., closed his 
pastorate of the Newton Immanuel Baptist 
church last Sunday, preaching in the morn- 
ing upon the subject, "The Lamb of God 
the Eternal Sacrifice for Man.” The ser- 
mon was a presentation of the redeeming 
love of God as finally shown in Christ, but 
always operative for the salvation of the 
world. The revelation of this love was 
made according to the great laws of educa- 
tive processes, adapted at first to the minds 
of the early ages, and coming at lust to its 
clear enunciation in the Word of God Him- 
self, and yet in process of development 
through the further illuininntion of the 
Holy Spirit. It is the old Gospel and the 
same Gospel, though a true Christianity 
has gained and always will be gaining new 
and larger views of doctrine und practice 
than have been known before, even by 
the Christians of the primitive age. ’rfThe 
distinction was drawn between "building 
upon another man’s foundation,” and build- 
ing upon the only divine foundation, Christ 
Himself, between new vagaries of humun 
thought and the richest evolution of a gen- 
uine Christianity from the beginnings in 
the Gospel. 

The sermon made no allusion to the 
preacher’s resignation of his charge, but in 
a few brief words preceding the sermon, 
Dr. Merrill spoke of the nine pleasant 
years now closed, and of the future of the 
church, and cave a brief description of the 
work to which he is called in connection 
with Colgate University. 

The University is situated at Hamilton, 
N. V., very near the centre of the state. 
It was begun in 1820, as a Theological 
School, but soon enlarged its functions and 
was known as Madison University. In 
18‘H, Mr. J. B. Colgate, a wealthy banker 
of Wall street, bestowed a million dollars 
upon the university, and the school then 
took tne name of its benefactor, whose 
family in three generations have proved 
themselves to be the firm friends of the in- 
stitution. The university at present has an 
endowment of $1,550,000, so ample for its 
needs that it has not to appeal constantly 
to the public for its current support. In 
addition, the plant ot the university con- 
sists or nine buildings, to which a presi- 
dent's house is to he added at once. Many 
of these buildings are of the most thorough 
modem construction, and i*dniirably adapt- 
ed to their several uses. Among them the 
new gymnasium is as well equipped uk any 
structure of its kind, supplied with separ- 
ate galleries for winter practice in out door 
sports, a running track, and baths, includ- 
ing a large swim-tank fed by oonstu" 
springs upon the grounds. 

The site of these buildings is a beautiful 
hillside, comprising two hundred and 
tweuty-fhe acres, overlooking the town 
and having extensive views. Three schools 
are at present united under the one gov- 
erning board, the Academy, the College of 
Arts, and the Theological School, with a 
total attendance of students numbering 
over three hundred. The united faculties 
comprise thirty-two professors and i oiruc 
tors. Altogether the university is in good 
condition to carry forward the work to 
which it is committed by its honorable his- 
tory of nearly a century. 

Dr. Merrill will begin his work with the 
opening of the spring term in April, und 
his formal Inauguration will take place in 
connection with the commencement in 
June.

01 flee of School Committee. 

To tlie Editor of the Graphic 
In Massachusetts cities and towns, tlie 
office of a member of the school committee 
is one of the least satisfactory offices to 
hold of all that are conferred by the people. 
One reason is that it is usually held by citi- 
zens of ability in other lines of work, but 
with no special preparation fot school ad- 
ministration; another reason Is that the 
official acts of tlie school committee are the 
subject for criticism by their fellow citi- 
zens who are likely to understand less the 
conditions upon which the action of the 
committee is based, than the committee 
themselves, and still another reason is Hint 
neither party keeps quite clearly in mind, 
if, Indeed, the fact is known, that the school 
committee man is a state officer, acting 
under laws imposed by the state, rattier 
than by local authority. 

Our school committee, at their last regu- 
lar meeting, rejected the liberal offer of a 
portion of the citizens, to provide the appli- 
ances of a cooking school ; tills they had a 
right to do ; with their convictions they 
could not act differently. The statute re- 
quires manual training to be taught both iu 
tlie elementary and High schools of cities 
and towns like ours, of twenty thousand 
or more inhabitants; cooking might be em- 
braced under this requirement, but It is 
specifically named iu tlie statutes as a 
branch which may bo taught at the option 
of tlie school committee. I would suggest 
that tlie proffered aid referred to might be 
practically aud judicially applied to a vaca- 
tion school. 

It is not for tlie purpose of criticism of 
tlie committee's views upon cooking, that I 
make this communication, but to state my 
own conviction regarding this branch of in- 
struction; also regarding the general fear 
which seems to exercise our school commit- 
tee lest too many tilings should be taught 
in tlie schools. 

The end of the schools is to secure to the 
child useful knowledge and the ability and 
inclination to use his knowledge so as to in- 
crease Ills own happiness and the happi- 
ness of others. The old curriculum, which 
embraced the "three It's," fell far short of 
this end. Out of tlie eight or nine years 
formerly spent in learning to read, it was 
only tlie exceptional pupils that learned to 
read with facility, or so that reading was a 
source of happiness to themselves, or of 
usefulness to others. The most that their 
eight or nine years allowed in the ability to 
write was a slow and cramped ehirography 
with little ability to express his own 
thoughts with satisfaction to one’s self or 
to the edification of others. Aud as for the 
other of the “three It's,” tlie eight or nine 
years, one half of which time was former- 
ly devoted to arithmetic, to the groat mass 
of persons after leaving the schools, there 
was little use beyond the four fundamental 
rules. These branches had a disciplinary 
value, but this was largely sacrificed by the 
method of teaching them. All that need be 
taught of these “elementary branches” can 
now be taught aud in good schools is better 
taught in one-half the time formerly de-. 
voted to them. Tlie tendency is still to 
give too much time to these studies. For 
tlie reason that these branches should lie 
confined within their proper limits of time, 
if there were no other reason, 1 would have 
a portion of the school time given to tlie 
teaching of other arts. Cooking should be 
taught in the schools because it is one of 
the most practically useful and one of tlie 
finest of arts; because, good oi bad, what- 
ever the cooking is, depends at present, in 
many of tlie best households upon do- 
mestics, but few of whom liave skill in it, 
beyond a limited range of dishes, aud be- 
cause by no other means than the schools 
will domestics or households be made fa- 
miliar with the numerous applications of 
tlie art. and which for want of proper 
knowledge are lost in many homes. If it 
be claimed that the home is tlie proper 
place to teach this art, in reply, I should 
assert that it is not systematically taught iu 
the homes, and judging from a somewhat 
extended observation hero and elsewhere, 
it will not be. If it be claimed that the 
home is provided with tlie necessary appli- 
ances for cooking, 1 should assert that 
their use is, and it likely still to be, limited 
to tiie use of hired domestics in all the bet- 
ter class of homes, that in such homes chil- 
dren do not learn tho art from domestics, 
from mothers, and much less from “ex- 
perts." If not learned in tlie schools it 
will not he learned anywhere. As a dis- 
cipline every art has an educational value. 
This particular one requires the exercise of 
tlie powers of observation, in the testing 
by sight, by smell, by touch, by taste, of 
the qualities of various material sub- 
stances, it exercises tlie memory in recall- 
ing kinds and amounts of various materi- 
als, it makes a constant appeal to tlie re- 
tlecting powers, the judgment and reason, 
in determining proper am Mints ami propor- 
tions. It excites interest aud cultivates tiie 
habit of attention. 

A little knowledge of methods in school 
work in modern schools would prevent per- 
sons fulling into errors in considering the 
effect of introducing into the schools new 
topics of study. By what is known us cor 
relation, in teaching, things are now taught 
together which in earlier times would 
lmve been wholly disassociated; for ex- 
ample, in teaching cooking, the element* of 
chemistry would be involved in tlie use of 
fuels, and the treatment of various kinds 
of food; the selection, preparation, and 
cooking of vegetables, correlative with the 
knowledge of the elements of botany, an 
optional school study, while tlie suiting of 
various foods to digestion, invites to a 
knowledge of physiology, a required study 
in tlie schools. The old aphorism, "teach 
but one tiling at a time," lias in recent 
teacliing been supplemented by uu equally 
philosophical aphorism, namely, "teach to- 
gether as muiiy things as possible." 

if 1 ventured in anyway to criticise the 
school committee in regard to this whole 
subject of the broadening of tiie curricu- 
lum of studies, to curtailing or extending 
tlie time to be given to one or uuother 
topic, it would be to suggest that the en- 
tire mutter comes within the province of 
tlie sciiool superintendent. He knows bet- 
ter tlian tlie citizen or tiie sciiool committee 
cun be expected to know, what can bo given 
the children to do without loss to essential 
studies or over crowding of the child. 
Tli is is implied in tlie uct of employing a 
superintendent. He is iu daily contact 
with tiie schools, and holds intimate rela- 
tions witli tlie methods und pructiceof tlie 
tcuchers. ills work is not presumed to be 
experimental; lie bus associations through 
convocations of educators, und through 
books, with the practical results of instruc- 
tion in this and other countries. Without 
tills knowledge of these results, lie should 
I not be employed us tlie executive officer of 
tlie sciiool board; with it, his views should 
receive tlie consideration to which every 
professional expert is entitled.

Mr. W. B. Blakeinoro endorsed Mr. Far- I 
quhar’s remarks, aud thought that in the 
schools of tlie city there was a lack of ut- | 
tention to the prime essentials of a public 
school education. Time was too limited to 
uiuke it advisable to expend so much tl.i e 
on lion-essciithtte. Mr. J. E. Hills followed 
with remarks in the same vein. 

Mrs. F. H. Tucker spoke in defence of 
the public 'school curriculum. Pupils, she 
said, were not being overworked. Tlie 
criticisms directed against tlie curriculum 
were in her opinion largely tlie result of a

-'spelling, penmanship, and arithmetic 
were tools, not ends, aud under tlie sys- 
tem in the Newton schools were used sim- 
ply as means. -So far as her observation 
extended, tlie results of tlie system were 
satisfactory. 

Col. Farguhar asked r or information in 
regard to the curriculum. H < was referred 
to tlie printed circular ot the school board, 
lie then stated that tlie system was turn- 
ing out nervous pupils, physical wrecks, 
aud thut tlie parents asked an explana- 
tion or statement regarding the course of 
study winch produced this result. Mr. F. 

Tucker followed in support of the 
present curriculum. 

Ex- Mayor Bothfeld thought that pupils 
were not being overworked, but believed 
thut better results would be obtained if 
teachers were required to preside over 
smaller classes, and were able to devote 
more of their attention to the individual 
pupils in their charge.

CURRICULUM. 

The second hearing before the special 
committee of the school hoard, appointed 
to hear the opinion of parents on the pres- 1 
ent school curriculum, was held in the Imll ; 
of the Clufiin school building, Xovvtonvllle, 1 
Tuesday evening. 

Notwithstanding the storm over sixty ! 

There seemed to be a lack 
of that e tluwasm which characterized , 
the moeting at the Bigelow school last I 
week. It was several minutes after the | 
meeting tiad been opened that tlm spirit 
moved the first speaker, ami long pauses I 
followed each address. 

Chairman A. L. Rand presided, and these ! 
mem hers of t lie hoard were present: Ben- ! 
tier, Avery, Bacon, Howes, Hamilton and 
Luitvvieler. Superintendent Aldrich also ' 
occupied a chair on the platform. 

In opening the meeting Mr. Rand can- 
tinned the speakers to confine themselves 
to these questions, “Do you believe the J 
present curriculum is overcrowded in any : 
respect?” "Do you believe enough time Is ! 
given the fundamental branches?” 

Mr. Rand referred to the report of last 
week’s hearing in a local paper, under the 
caption "Newton’s Schools Criticised," 
which lie felt put aditTerent phase on the 
matter than the committee intended. The ' 
committee came to ascertain the ideas and 
opinions of fathers and mothers, not invit- 
ing criticism of the Newton schools. 

Mr. Samuel I’. Putnam was the first to 
address the meeting. He said there was 
much to commend in the schools of New- 
ton. He wished to consider the matter 
with a judicial mind, but felt there were 
some mistakes. He was more familiar 
with the 7th grade, and based his opinions 
largely on the courses in that grade. Most 
young men were fitting for a mercantile 
life, and this should be considered as the 
most important. In a general way the 
curriculum is crowded. Accomplishments 
are all right if placed where they do the 
most good. Science and physics are un- 
necessary. Three-quarters of an hour 
should be given arithmetic, reading, spell- 
ing ami grammar, and a special teacher em- 
ployed to teacli writing. The spelling of 
the High school scholars, Mr. Putnam said, 
was abominable. One-half of the scholars 
in the High school, Mr. Putnam said, could 
not spell witn the accuracy that would be 
expected. More time should be given es- 
sentials He caused a general laugh when 
remarking in closing, "Mr. Chairman. I 
wish to thank the powers that he for ring- : 
ing the no-school signal this morning.” i 

Mrs. II. 8. Kempton was of a different 
opinion regarding the method of teaching, 
and felt the results she had seen were not I 
of the character that had been mentioned 1 
by the first speaker. 

Mrs. Mary Martin favored the present 
system. Employers might feel, on hiring a ' 
boy, that his knowledge of business was ; 
not all that might be expected, but they 
should give the boy time to adjust himself. 
The present system gives the pupils oppor- 
tunities to develop everything, and is* an 
open door to the realms of knowledge. 
Sue thought teachers and parents could 
work together, and it was an excellent 1 
method. Special studies are taught to a 
great advantage, and much progress is 
made. 

Mrs. Martin referred to the teachings of 
geography, which she thought particularly '

year the name of a commercial steamer, 1 
and through the public prints followed it 
from port to port throughout the year. 
They were able to tell its course of travel, 
and the cargoes of each trip. This made 
the study of geography much simpler and 
easier to master. 

Mr. Abbott Bassett said lie thought the 
schools of Newton to be much in the same j 
condition of the Irishman, who when 
asked "WTiut is the matter with you?" re- 1 
plied, “There is nothing the matter with 
me that money won't cure.” (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Mr. Bassett felt there were too many 
pupils to a teacher, but of course if more 1 
teachers were employed, und more school 
houses built, there would be those critics ' 
who felt more money was being expended I 
than was necessary. In closing, lie said he 
did not pretenh to criticise Newton’s 1 
schools, while they were under such able ' 
management. He hud great faith in Mr. 
Aldrich, and all results of the teachings of i 
his children he had found eminently satis- I 
factory. 

Mrs. F. IT. Waterhouse quoted Prof. 
Agassiz. Too much is expected of a teacli- ! 
er. There is too much for one teacher to 1 
do. and too many pupils to a teacher. 

In her opinion the curriculum ought to 1 
be curtailed to cover grades. Too much 1 
time is given arithmetic, and not enough 
time allowed to music, nor nature studies. I 
Reading, writing and arithmetic should he 1 
taught incidentally. Mrs. Waterhouse ' 
thought the scholars should have tiie sub- , 
jects placed before them in a manner that J 
made the scholur enjoy his work. 

Mr. Robert Carter, a graduate from tiie 
schools 13 years ago, felt there had been a 
change in the curriculum since his time, 
which hud been most beneficial. The 
broadened curriculum was a blessing to ' 
those unable to obtain a college education. ! 
The present system was worthy of deep 
study before being criticised by those who 1 
did not thoroughly understand it. 

Mr. Cheney felt that Newton’s schools 1 
were second to none in tiie country. Too ' 
much is expected of the teacher. More I 
time should be devoted to grammar, and ! 
writing as well is important. Spelling 
could he learned by those studying stem ' 
ography. He hoped nothing further would, 1 
however.be introduced into the curriculum, 
unless more teuehers were employed. ; 
There might be some effectual curtailment 
j of tiie present curriculum, Mr. Cheney felt.

One cause of the children making such 
very hard work of arithmetic us I believe, 
is that they have such poor books. With a 
good arithmetic in his possession, contain- 
ing rules und explanations of principles, a 
person can carry out a very good system of - 
numbers, but 1 wish the committee would 
take one of those graded hooks, say crude 
IV, and try to make something out of it.

Death of Henry M. Burt. 

Mr. Henry M. Burt died at his home in 
Springfield, Tuesday, from typhoid pneu- 
monia, aged 07 years. He was a former 
resident of Newton, having been the pub- 
lisher with his son of the Gkaphic, in the i 
yenrs 1883 and 1884, and was widely known i 
ns the publisher of “Among the Clouds,” 
tiie unique newspaper published on the top 
of Mt. Washington. He was born in Otis- 
co, Onondaga county, New York, his 
parents having moved there, but ho was a 
New Englander by nature and he came to 
Northampton when a boy of 15, ami en- 
tered a printing office. He became a cor- 
respondent of the Springfield Republican, 
and was connected with other papers at 
different times, notable the Northampton 
Free Press, which ho started in 18(50, in tiie 
support of the anti-slavery cause. In 18(57 1 
lie began the publication of tiie New Eng- 
land Homestead, which lie published for 
ten years. July 2, 1877, he published the 
first number of “Among the Clouds,” with 
which lie lias ever since been connected. 
For several years he has been employed by 
the oity government of Springfield, in get- 
ting out a record of the early history of 
Springfield, the second volume of which 
has just been published, and is a very valu- 
able work. 

Mr. Burt was a born newspaper man, 
and had a wide influence in tiie history of 
his time, and li is many summers on Mt. 
Washington brought him a wide acquaint- 
ance among the publics men of the country, 
he being the most delightful guide and his- 
torian, whom every visitor consulted. 

He was married in 18(51 to Miss Francis 
Ann Hunt of Northampton, and lor the 
pust .‘to years he has made iiis home in 
Springfield, with a few brief absences, and 
he was a frequent visitor to Newton. He 
leaves a son, Frank II. Burt, and a daugh- 
ter, Miss Grace II. Burt, both of whom re 
side in Newton. 

The funeral services were field at Mr. 
Burt’s late residence in Springfield, Thurs- 
day, at 1.30 p. m.

To the Citizen* of Newton : 

We h ave been asked by onr friends why we have not published any- 
thing to correct certain erroneous impressions which have become current 
through verbal and printed statements in regard to the concrete paving 
contract now pending in Newton. We dislike the publicity attending 
such a course, but have now decided to give the citizens of Newton our 
side of the case. 

Since Newton was incorporated a city in 1873, Simpson Bros, have 
done substantially all of the side and cross-walk concreting, and in such 
a satisfactory manner that each succeeding mayor and committee have 
felt warranted in renewing the contract. At various times the city has 
been given lower figures by outside parties, and has considered the ad- 
visability of doing the work itself. Owing to jierfect satisfaction with 
our work in the past, however, it has not appeared good business judg- 
ment to make a change, involving a considerable element of risk. 

We have always prided ourselves on doing all otir work in the best 
possible manner, and refer, as a significant example of excellence, to the 
concrete sidewalk laid in Centre street between Newton and Newton Cen- 
tre in 1874. Much of this sidewalk, particularly that section between 
Cabot and Mill streets, has never been repaired, and is to<lay in good 
condition. 

Another matter to which we respectfully invite attention, is that 
during all these years our prices have averaged lower than the prices in 
nearby cities and towns for the same kind of work. As a matter of local 
and personal pride, we have done this work in Newton at lower prices 
j than we have received from other towns and cities.

Now tho newspapers are beginning to re- 
mind tho statesmen on the liill that all the 
other legislatures of the country have ad- 
journed, or are preparing to. which has no 
effect nt all upon our members, simply be- 
cause they understand that the Massachu- 
setts way is different.

Being on four 
committees considering very diverse sub- 
jects, and having served as chairman of 
probate, constitutional amendments and 
taxation, and on ways and means in former 
years, makes him very familiar with near- 
ly every subject of general legislation 
w hich arises, and he therefore speaks his 
mind often, and to some purpose. He was 
on the unpopular side of a probate matter 
the other day, however, and the senate was 
against him. Senator Bouve made an earn- 
est appeal for a bill his committee had re- 
ported, which made it necessary for a peti- 
tioner for partial division of an unsettled 
estate, whose views did not meet those of 
the executor, to go to the Superior Court, 
and move tiie necessity of the action being 
taken. The senate treated Hie proposition 
with scant courtesy, amending it so that 
the petitioner must go to the judge of pro- 
bate having the matter in lus jurisdiction. 
Senator Harwood took up the cudgels for 
Senator Bouve’s proposition, but in vain. 
Being a layman, the writer cannot assume 
to say which side was right. It was a 
lawyer’s battle. 

The committee on mercantile affairs is 
endeavoring to push away tiie inevitable 
date, when it must report for or against 
the bill for tiie supervision ol telephone 
companies. This week it iias considered 
tin* sister proposition that telegraph com- 
panies shall also lie supervised. There 
isn’t much doubt that tin* eloquence and 
sarcasm of .Samuel L. Bowers will avail 
with many of tiie committee, which will 
bate to say no to him, and so the bill may 
come in adversely reported, though it 
gained a majority I believe, last year. Mr. 
Mead of Lexington is no longer in tiie 
house to champion tiie measure, though lie 
is in the vicinity usually w hen it is being 
considered. There are oilier champions, 
however, and tiie bill will not be linally 
killed until a good many men who haven't 
come under the niugic spell of the Bowers’ 
eloquence have said their suy. After all, 
this is only u question of time, and a few 
years hence, Mr. Powers will wonder that 
he wus able to postpone the evil day so 

^Another Inevitable proposition which 
may be postponed this year, is state con- 
trol of county prisons, and it should always 
lie remembered that the real reason it does 
not come immediately is because our 
prisons are now administered so well. 
Though one bates to diller with so able and 
acute a inan as Superintendent Bettigroye 
of the prison industries, who is doing such 
good work that he deserves tho highest 
praise, common sense is on the side of the 
system of state control, even though good 
work is being diAie under another system. 
Probably one point which makes itdiili- 
cult to progress as fast on this liill, as 
might be the case otherwise, is that tho bill 
gives the prison commissioners the right to 
appoint the masters of jails and house of 
correction. Now, the state prison, and the 
reformatories aie under state control, but 
the commissioners do not appoint the men 
in charge of them. If it were possible to 
agree upon a bill w hich did not threaten 
the tenure of the men who are administer- 
ing our jails as a rule in a faultless man- 
ner, despite a faulty system, state control 
might lie sooner u fact. As lias been point- 
ed out before, tiie present bill is considered 
not only as a menace but as a redaction on 
our sheriffs, and those dignitaries are in uu 
excellent position to defend themselves. I 
As elective officers, they now are masters . 
of the houses of correction, or else desig- i 
mite those who are. A rather odd element 1 
in tho debate Is Chelsea, w hich opposes | 
the bill with great vigor. The reason is 
that as tiie second city in Suffolk county, 
she lias none of tiie burdens of other citids. 
She is under no expense for jails, houses of 
correction, bridges, etc., in fact, lias no 
county tax, so Unit her citizens pay only a 
poll tax of $1. Site fears that tiie result of 
state control would be a division of tiie 
burdens of our jails among tiie cities und 
tow ns pro rata, and of course, Clielsea pro- 

Mis. Harwood was at the State Ilouseon 
Monday, und heard tiie Senator expluiu tiie 
difficulty in his mind concerning a bill 
which Senator Sargent of Lawrence was 
endeavoring to subsitutu for u half holiday 
in ull cities and towns, beginning ut 12 
noon on all election duys. Senator liar- 
wood suw that this might make a good deal 
of trouble with the banking business, par- 
ticularly us there are so many different 
election duys in cities. Other senators 
pointed out thut the change would be ex- 
pensive, that it would amount to nothing, 
us there is no luw w hich prevents factories 
and stoles running on hollduya, so Unit the 
purpose to give ull employes a chancy to 
vote would not be reached, und that the 
luw at present provides under penalty thut 
every employe of umuufuctiii iug establish- 
ments shull lie given time, up to a limit of 
two hours’ leuve of ubseuce, in which to 
vote. So Senator Sargent’s bill wus neatly 
laid uway w ith his other bills, for unlimit- 
ed license und a luw to govern the use of 
life preservers, in the senatorial surcopbu- 

^Newton’s noted iinuncler, John Q. 
Adams, is cou lined at his home in Auburn- 
dale by illness, to the impairment of busi- 
ness in the treasury department. 

Mr. riiudwltk continues to act wit li grace 
urn! dignity in the capacity of un arbitrator 
between Judge ( humberluin und Judge 
iluyes, tiie senate uud house chairmen of 
committee on cities. T he other duy u mem- 
ber came in with u bill calculated to bring 
terror to the lieurts ol city officials who 
misuse funds. Judge ChumbeiJuiu bald 
thut tills wus u Judicial matter, with which 
ruling, CoiiucUman Tmkhum of Boston 
quite ugreeil. Tiie chuiimuu further said 
that Senator Harwood’s committee on tiie 
judiciary should hear it. Judge Iluyes 
seemed to agree w ith some of his colleagues 
that the ccuiiuitteu on cities had a suffi- 


Single Taxers know what they want und 
believe that those wants are reasonable. 
They would ask nothing of Christian min- 
isters and Christian people beyond what, if 
understood, these can but willingly and 
unanimously grant. 

They would simply make justice the 
handmaid ol religion. The cliurcli con- 
fesses to the qualified success of religion in 
stopping injustice and wrong. Single 1'ux 
ers suggest the possibility of promoting 
religion by stopping injustice and wrong. 
Sunday fervor and enthusiasm cannot 
annul the iiilluenee of tiie false conditions, 
tho palpable wrongs which war against it 
every day in the week. 

The preacher points to the heavens, God’s 
heavens, and discourses on the divine wis- 
dom and goodness therein displayed. The 
teacher points L<t the rose and tiie Illy, tiie 
world ol nature and tells of tiie divine wis- 
dom and goodness therein displayed. 
Henry George points to tiie social system, 
man’s system, and demonstrates tiie same 
divine wisdom and goodness which ought 
therein also to lie displayed, and consider- 
ing the divine claim of the Single Tax us a 
demonstrable science of taxation, we are 
constrained to ask of tho Christian minis- 
try this, and this only. 

First, that they look earnestly into tiie 
study of the Single Tax as a suggested uid 
in their distinctive work of stopping in- 
justice and wrong; second, that they en- 
courage their people to undertake the same 
study as a part of the bouuden duty of 
each to find for himself a way of slopping 
injustice and wrong. To this extent do 
they hope for recognition us your allies and 
co-operators in tiie regeneration of man- 
kind. 

Tiie current and world-wide agitation of 
economic reform which hus already be- 
come so earnest, so intense ut times as to 
threaten the-stabiiity of government, awak- 
ens a number of pertinent inquiries in tiie 
mind of every thoughtful Christian man 
and among others this: What is tiie legiti- 
mate, tiie proper attitude of individual und 
organized believers to these economic 
movements, and what responsibility have 
we us Christian workers, respecting abnor- 
mal economic conditions and proposed 
legislative effort for their relief. 

The answer to this inquiry in part is 
prompt ami definite. Christ fed tiie multi- 
tude, first with bread, then witli tiie truth 
of the word. Following ills example all 
forms of organized Christianity have em- 
phasized that charity and beneficence 
wlilcn devotes itself to tiie amelioration of 
tiie condition of tiie poor, and almshouses, 
orphanages, infirmaries and charity organi- 
zations of all kinds have been a distinctive 
feature of Christian civilization. 

Of tiie adequacy or inadequacy, the wis- 
dom or unwisdom of tho more familiar ex- 
pression of Christian interests in tiie im- 
mediate physical conditions of men wo 
need not speak. That Christianity has 
so far recognized its duty and privilege, in 
following tho example of tho Master, is 
sufficiently apparent. 

Tout this type of ministry deals with 
effects rather tliau causes, and is corre- 
spondingly superficial, is also apparent. lu 
tiie last statement sin in tiie individual, 
past and present, lias explained, theologi- 
cally, the presence of ull tiie abnormal con- 
ditions of life, and in aiming at tiie eradi- 
cation of sin by the reformation of men 
individually, organized Christianity has 
hud to do witli fuiidamentuls, and were 
that effort successful our economic pro- 
blems would be speedily settled. Unfor- 
tunately, however, but a modicum of men 
are readied that way, und they have never 
exerted a sufficiently dominating intiueuoe 
over either our political or economic life, 
lu tiie past there has been a decided re- 
serve and hesitation upon tiie part of 
Evangelical Christianity about essaying to 
improve social or economic conditions by 
political or communal methods. Even so 
gross ail offense against Immunity us thut 
of chattel slavery, was us we all know con- 
doned, by multitudes who condemned it, as 
an evil which must be tolerated pending 
the individual redemption of the race. 
Communal action looking to the abolish- 
ment of tint evils of tiie saloon lias always 
been humlicupped by the sumo hesitation, 
which still obtains in greater or less degree 
everywhere, 

In late years, however, tiie conviction 
hus been growing that Christian ideals 
must lie pressed upon collectively us well 
us individually, thut tiie ordering of tiie 
communal life may no less certainly com 
mend itself to tiie Christian emleuvorer 
than the moulding of tiie individual, and 
thut divine law und purpose is to bo re- 
vealed und established in the state, us well 
us the family, and the personal life. 

We are recognizing that there must lie a 
divine ordering, a law for the life und con- 
duct of tiie community, which cannot be 
sufely ignored, a luw of government whoso 
guidance is just us essential to the peace 
uud stability of tiie republic, us is the law 
of love to the peace and stability of each 
citizen of the republic, and tiie supreme as- 
sertion of tiie movement for which we 
stand is Unit tiie inherent, essentiul, benefi- 
cent, und therefore divine law respecting 
the ownership und free enjoyment of 
nutnrul resources is manifest, und should 
be accepted lor our guidunce and for tho 
solution of onr supreme economic problem, 
tiie lund question 

Another tiling is pertinent at this point, 
viz: tiie moral sentiment of the great 
mujority of tiie people is far in udvunce of 
the ethical stamiuid rellectcd iu our com- 
mercial life. T hut is, the stress and com- 
petition of trade is everywhere drifting or 
uriviug men consciously or unconsciously 
into u position, u business attitude, widen 
is essentially indifferent to the rights of 
others, when, iu fact, they would gladly 
recognize these rights, und it is our simple 
contention that tiie highest etbicul standard 
of the mujority ought lobe reflected lu tho 
luw and custom which ills theirs to create. 

Stimulus to right doing should be found 
not simply in the conscience of the individ- 
ual, but iu the constitution, the legislated 
uml ull-goverulng expression of tiiut con- 
science. Tho guiu to ull in this cannot 
escape us. 

How much more mlcouulc, fur reuchlug, 
uud beueficeul our etloits to feed the 


hungry would prove, if we could bat assure 
economic conditions which would do away 
with involuntary poverty. How much 
more conducive to self respect, self asser- 
tion and self improvement, If, instead of 
doling out alms to meet immediate necessh- 
tles we could give every man and woman 
who is worthy of food a fair ehance to 
work for it. 

This, however, would not sum up the 
gain. Our past attitude to which I have 
referred, lias begotten two or three vivid 
Impressions in the mind of the man who 
lias too little work or too little pay, or both, 
and their name is legion If thoughtful, 
that man Is mightily tempted to entertain 
tiie opinion that what comes hack to him 
through philanthrouy is but a moiety of 
what his hard hands have earned for tho 
philanthropist, and that after ull there is 
much withheld which by every considera- 
tion of right, belongs to him; and, most 
unfortunately, lie is tempted to misjudge us 
so far as to think that a good deal of our 
professed and very comfortable, if not 
luxurious, devotion to the principles of tiie 
gospel of brotherly love, is pretentious, in- 
sincere and therefore damnable. lie may 
also be tempted to think that an over ruling 
Providenoe which gives the fat tilings of 
liTn to liim that first and last looks i lit for 
number one, and who lets tiie devil take 
tiie hindmost in the race, is capable of 
favoritism and injustice. How far he 
yields to these ami kindred temptations is 
evidenced, perhaps, by tiie fact (according 
to l)r. Josiali Strong’s estimates) that more 
than 75 per cent, of the laboring classes do 
not go to any church, and are indifferent to 
religious appeal. 

Removed by these conditions both from 
tho ministrations or tiie church, and the iu- 
II lienee and appeal of the individual, tiie 
importance of any opportunity to reach and 
impress tiie masses witli tiie genuineness 
or God's love for them, and our love for 
them, assume « colossal proportions, and 1 
am persuaded that no one tiling would 
more surely open a door to the hearts of 
the indifferent ami unsaved, nothing would 
more c rtainly impress them with the sin- 
cerity ol our faith than an active endeavor 
on our part to secure f ir every one of them 
what they demand, and what surely be- 
longs to them, viz, a fair chance. 

Deeper, broader and more significant 
however, than all other considerations 
w li ich appeal to our interests in tins matter, 
the fact of an all-pervading, a fundamental 
wrong, respecting which, when it Is recog- 
nized. there can surely lie no disagreement 
among us us to tin* necessary attitude of 
every Christian man. This wrong is the 
private monopoly, and withholding from 
use of those natural resources which (bid 
evidently intended should be perennially 
enjoyed by all who are willing to work. 

We are accustomed to think of monopoly 
as organized and inulusLe, but it s essential 
wrong is perpetrated by every individual 
who controls and benefits by a value and 
advantage which societj produces, and for 
whioh he makes no corresponding return to 
society; an I this individual habit, multi, 
plied indefinitely, creates a social condition 
that is subversive of justice, uud that 
necessarily begets poverty, unfair competi- 
tion, and consequent misery and crime. 

If what I have earned by my own exer- 
tions is mine and what my neighbor has ac- 
quired by his individual effort is his, then 
by tiie same moral law what we have pro- 
duced by association cannot by right be 
claimed as the exclusive property of either, 
for it belongs to both. By the same un- 
answerable reasoning those values which 
are created by society belong to society and 
Should be expended for tiie benefit of socie- 
ty. And since by a law so adequate, so 
opportune, so simple and so necessary* as to 
stump it at once as divine, there is an abun- 
dant social fund to provide fur all ordinary 
public expenditure without placing any 
burdens whatever upon industry or its pro- 
ducts, our present sjstem of taxation with 
all the political corruption, tiie moral 
degradation, and the social and commercial 
ill it entails, is fundamentally and irreuic- 
diuliy wrong and its legitimate fruits are 
seen iu tho weakening uud deuasemeut of 
the moral sense to such u degree that by 
common recognition and consent, today a 
tux that is dependent for its efficiency upon 
the honor of tiie people, can no longer be 
collected. This system encourages selfish- 
ness by assuring its reward, it exploits the 
many for the benefit of the few, and thus 
bigets tiie two mo.,t menacing facts of our 
civilization, viz: Excessive poverty and ex- 
cessive wealth, both of wliioli never fail to 
rot and debase tiie moral fibre of the 
people. 

That this wrong should lie done is not a 
mutter for discussion. Wc may not agree 
as to the best method of coping with it, but 
we areas one in its condemnation, and any 
serious plan or suggestion looking to its 
abatement, must command our candid con- 
sideration unless we have something mani- 
festly better to propose. 

The seriousness of our present economic 
conditions, tiie horrible grind of labor com- 
petition, tiie dire poverty, tiie struggle for 
existence, the despair, tiie physical and 
moral degradation and the resulting crime — 
all this is generally conceded and needs no 
emphasis, I am sure in this presence. To 
him, wlio is in any doulit about tiie ragged 
wretchedness < f his brother, digging and 
dying down there in tiie lower levels, to 
linn a campaign with Fr. Huntington of 
New York, or with tiie slum workers of 
the salvation army would bring a great 
awakening. The discovery that the one 
word adequately suggesting tiie facts is 
thut used by General Sherman us a syno- 
nym for war. 

There is, however, a question iu tiie 
minds of many us to the responsibility of 
the submerged classes for their conditions, 
uud tiie assumption is often made thut tiie) 
are for the most part lazy and despicable; 
that however much we may do for them, 
they revert to their native level, like a pig 
to his wallowing, the moment they are left 
to their own resources. This assumption 
is no doubt tho result of some experience, 
and it would probably satisfy those who 
ure canahle of drawing a universal conclu- 
sion from a particular premise. Their 
chief and significant end it subserves how- 
ever, us we must allow iu ull candor, is that 
of bringing quiet und contentment to a 
great number of comfortable folk who 
want to liear their names ut tiie general 
roll call, but who find it quite inconvenient 
uud unconventional to love their less for- 
tunate brothers, as themselves, it is ex 
ceedingly interesting to discover how slyly 
we all fool ourselves about our own selfish- 
ness. and this is but one of tiie numerous 
ways. 

Again, 1 have met not u few clergymen 
und others wlio attribute all our social ills 
to intemperance, und who ure of the 
opinion that tilings could iu no way be 
remedied so long as the drink evil temuius. 
To these and to all, tiie 15th annual report 
of tiie Charities Organization Society of 
New York brlugsa very siuoiflaant word. 

It is thcr.Ashown, iu a carefully tabulated 
statement, t hat . p i per cent, of tbe cases 
of need are due to sliiftlessuess, dishonesty 
or a roving disposition ; in per cent, to in- 
temperauoe; 13 per cent, to sickness uml 
•17 per <>ent. to lack of employment or poor- 
ly paid employment. The value und uu 
tuority ol tills showing result from tiie 
fact thut it is not the product of impression 
or of individual opinion, but of systematic 
und puinstaking visitation und inquiry by 
uu organization tiiut is iu immediate touch 
with 1 11#- problem, uud which embrace., iu 
its affiliations and councils over l.to kindred 
organizations in the principal cities of the 
United States uml Canudu. When we fur 
tlier remember tiiut insufficient food and 
clothing is diiectly conducive to sickness, 
und that wretchedness uud despair of 
poverty drives men to inteuiperuuce uud 
crime, increased emphusis is luid upon tiie 
reiutiou of involuntary poverty to tiie 
great social problems which confront us. 
It becomes apparent , ulso, tiiut to cut tiie 
tup root of involuntary poverty would ut 
once and permanently relieve the economic 
situation. It would do more, for however 
dreadful the facts of poverty itself, tho 
fear of poverty is a far more serious factor, 
iu our complex civilization und iu removing 
the occasion of poveity we would also re- 
1 move this lusiduous anxiety regurding our 
« own future, which permeates every grade 
uud department of life, to weukeu its uiorul 


stamina, to « ml ace Its virtue and to effect 
compromises which interdict both individu- 
al and communal progress. 

We may concede Hie casual relation of 
poverty to degradation and orluip.liow -ier. 
without clearly Hiipreliendiug the ianmi 
relation of Land Monopoly to Poverty . un i 
tills query demands a moment’* notice 
The fundamental fact here i< this lie 
who controls the source of my subsistence 
controls m -.and my condition is e-seuiiallv 
one or slavery, with this mo'lilicat loo, that 
mv master is not impelled by seiiisti cm 
shl. i at ions to see flint I am well fed nod 
cared for. Ireland strikingly iHn-trut*-. 
the enslaved condition of lalmr. in this r»* 
aped. whi. :h lias be*Mi entiiled fro.u the 
appr .prialion of the British Isles by blood v 
conquest. The land not being free to labor 
the peasant must pay the landlord's ex 
act I dm or get out, and the history <d the 
Irish peasant is one of the saddest chapters 
iu the chronicles of the English race. I i 
Mils country tin* same principle, though 
working under different and more involved 
conditions, is effecting the same result. 
Those wlio are permitted to monopolize 
the natural resources are in a position to 
dictate to labor what return it shall re. 
ceive, uud for the simple reason that tiie 
laborer mnst live; and rather than starve 
he will accept the lowest sum thin will 
make continued existence possible. When 
w e know that all the land of New Yoi k 
City is owned and control led by 8 percent, 
of the people, we tuny realize now far tin* 
drift of things 1ms already carried ns, and 
how absolutely that s per cent, are masters 
of the situation. Tills monopoly of that 
for which no man can show a valid title, 
for the simple reason that God is tiie only- 
one who could give it, I refer of course to 
the natural and unimproved advantage - 
would lie unobjectionable if the monopolist 
but paid to the community what others 
would lie willing to give for the same privi- 
lege, i. e. tiie ground rent. This, however, 
he is permitted to pocket, and consequent- 
ly the support of g< vernment falls as an ' 
added and unjust burden upon the industry ! 
from which he exacts his rent. Labor 
therefore is not only subject to the disabili- ! 
ty of insufficient employment and insuffl- : 
olent wages, but it pa vs a double tax, 
ground rent, which is legitimate, and 
whioh should go to the government, but 
now goes to the landlord, and tiie general 
tax which is imposed upon everything that 
labor consumes. That involuntary poverty 
should exist under these abnormal condi- ! 
thins is inevitable. 

One further question, viz: Would the 
Single Tax tiling about a more equitable 
distribution of wealth, and do away with 
In volutary poverty? has already been an- j 
swered so fully and frequently that l need 
but refer to it. 

The .single Tax theory is the product of 1 
a manly, masterful man, who knew.bv vital j 
experience and profound study, 'every 1 
aspect of tiie matter. Henry George was 
tiie great commoner ■ I our time und lie 
consecrated and gave his life, for the ad- 
vancement of tiie interests of bis fellow 
men. His splendid sacrifice elves added 
wcigiit to a theory which is commended by 
its simplicity , its high aim. its conformity 
to the demands of Justice, its recognition 
nf a divine law for communal guidance, 
and by the happy results which have 
followed its tentative application. lu tin* 
presence of a problem Unit oppresses 
every thoughtful man with its sen •usne.-.s. 
and in th u absence of any more pronisiug 
method of solution, i: u*k> simply lor a 
fair chance t> >li* u matni'y Its adequacy. ! 
If it proves to lie all it.-, exponents claim I 
for it. well and good, it not, the general . 
education and illumination which must re- 
sult from Its trial can but prepare the way 
for something better. 

We all know thut taxation has ever been 
the instrument of tiie demagogue and tiie 
despot, and “The taxation oi tiie masses 
for tiie benefit of the classes'' is not an un- 
true or unfair characterization of the 
system under which, at tiie close of this 
tilth century, we live. 

It is entirely clear to me that the Single 
Tax would speedily accomplish four things, 
viz: 

1, It would put an cud to the private ap- 
propriation of communal values; 2, It 
would relieve tiie consumer of a double 
taxation; 8, It would stimulate industry by- 
freeing natural resources; 4, It would do 
away witli our present corrupt and ini- , 
quitous system. 

If it gave promise of realizing but one of 
these benefits it would merit our active in- 
terest and support. 

Friends— It is a sad and dreadful thing, 
that men and women and little children, 
from their birth, should be made to com- 
panion with debasing poverty and wretch- 
edness. should be compelled to tight for the 
mere opportunity to work, but how muoh 
more oitiful to remember that these condi- 
tions of enforced poverty rob them of tiie 
light und laughter, the growth and glad- 
ness, tiie spiritual achievement and con- 
summation which is tiie appointed inheri- 
tance of every man, because lie is a sou 
of Go-1, 

Wlio shall presume to defeat God’s mani- 
fest purpose that all his children who meet 
tiie condition lie hus imposed, shall iiuve 
and to spare? Wlio shull maintain his 
right to withhold from use, and hence from 
ministry, tiie free gift of God? Wlio , 
shall assert his right to inilict tiie greater 
wrong upon humanity by clogging these . 
avenues of service, of appeal and inspira- 
tion, by which a loving rather would reach 
und uplift his children? Think you tiie 
galley slave taught that serfdom is of 
divine appointment, lias the same oppor- 
tunity to sense the fatherhood of God us 
the free man who goes forth to his work in 
the possession of all that a free man would 
covet ? 

To deny the equal right of all to that 
whioh is necessary to life is to deny the 
right to life, and, as it seems to me, tiie as- | 
sertion of private property in land,, the i 
privilege of tiie monopoly of nutnrul re- | 
sources, is an absolute contradiction and 
abrogation of that initial moral sense of 
humanity, which found expression iu the I 
first paragraph of our Declaration of In- ' 
dependence. Tiiut this perception, this ; 
moral sense is growing, is beyond dispute, 
it lias happily been termed the New Bon- . 
science, uud its relation to present condi- ! 
lions hus been siartiugiy expressed by Brof. 
Herron when he says. “Unit which makes 
the ethical tragedy of the present moment ; 
is the cliusm between existing civilization 
and the New Conscience. The facts and 
forces wnioh now organize industry uud 
so called justice, violate tiie best instincts 
of muiikiud. T he best force hi civilization 
is helpless to effectual* itself in fuets. 
Without regard to Ills conscience, the econ- 
omic system involves a mail iu the guilt of 
the in Milt and physical death of Ins broth- 
er. Civilization denies to man that highest 
rigid under the sun, tho right to live a 
guiltless life. All altruistic endeavor, all 
sound economic legislation must grow out . 
of the sense of tiie brotherhood of mun. | 
1 say sense, not dogma or theory, but tiiut , 
sense which is awakened when we recog- 
nize man’s spiritual reality as uu individual 
manifestation of the life of God." 

This moral sense, for whioh every Chris- 
tian minister and layman stands, is the | 
hope of tiie future, for the iufiuite is be- 
hind it. it is aggressive uud powerful, it 
demands an ethical adjustment. It will | 
not die and it will uot keep silent. it will 1 
cry aloud und the people will liear. It has 
always been so uud it will be. Tiie respon- 
sibility of delay will rest largely w itli you 
and me, for to us belongs its leadership uml ' 
propagation. Since this solution must be 
ethical, it must be espoused und carried to | 
its coiisummutiou by those who think i 
ethiuully and who will nourish it as of 
God.

THE CONCRETE CONTROVERSY. 


The merits of the controversy with refer- 
enee to the city contract for concrete side- 
walks may bo stated in a very few words. 
For the past twenty five years the city 
work for concreting has been done by the 
Simpson Rros. No one has ever questioned 
the quality of the work done by them, and j 
our city officials have always been of the 
opinion that the price charged, considering j 
the quality of the work, has always been a 
fair and reasonable one. A short time j 
since a gentleman who had been a citizen 
of Colorado took up a temporary residence 
in Newton, and made a proposal to do this 
work, claiming that he had done work of u 
similar kind in some of the western states. 
The proposals to do the work by the Simp- 
son Bros, and by Mr. Warren were sub- 
stantially the same in price, and the high- 
way committee, to whom the matter was 
referred, after u careful consideration de- 
cided it was for the interest of the city to j 
contract with the Simpsons rattier than 
with Mr. Warren. There can be no doubt 
but that the highway committee took into j 
consideration the fact that the work done j 
by the Simpsons in the past had proven to | 
be of excellent quality, that the concern 
was absolutely responsible, that the lead- 
ing officers of the Simpson Bros. Corpora- 
tion were citizens of Newton, who would 
naturally be desirous of serving the city to 
the best of their ability ; and, furthermore, 
that it did not appear that Mr. Warren had 
had any experience in doing work of a 
similar kind in Massachusetts, ami that lie 
probably was representing some competing 
concern, the reputation of which was not 
made known to the committee. We have no 
doubt that tile highway committee’s judg- j 
ment on this matter was correct, and Mayor ! 
Wilson probably consulted them in order i 
to have them share the responsibility, j 
Whatever may he the decision of the court I 
in regard to the injunction, while it may | 
com Del the mayor to assume the whole re- ' 
sponsibility, it can hardly prevent his j 
awarding the contract according to his 
judgment of what will be for the best in- [ 
terests of the city. 


CHARLES RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


The work of improving the banks of the l 
Charles River, below Watertown, depemls ■ 
on the construction of the much-discussed | 
dam, and any decision in regard to the , 
location of this seems to be as far off as J 
ever. Every location thus far spoken of : 
has raised up a storm of opposition, ohieily ! 
from the residents along the water side of 
Beacon street, who fear that any decision 
may lead to their losing the view from j 
their back windows. They have plenty of 
money to fight the project and they have 
so far been successful in preventing any 
action being taken. 

As far as the general public is concerned, 
one of the chief feeoinmendations lor the 
building of a dam, is the probability that it 1 
would leud to a shutting olf from public j 
view of the ugly and hideous oaok yards | 
and walls of these houses along the water 
side of Beacon street. Their owners, be- 
ing on the inside of the houses, do not 
have to look at all this ugliness, hut every 
one else has to, when they cross any of the 
bridges.or go boating upon the river, which 
ought to be one of the great attractions of 
Boston, und is now the reverse. 

The beuuty of the Charlesbauk gymnasi- 
um, und the agreeable change wrought in 
that section, shows what might be done if 
tlie same action wus taken in regard to the 
rear of Beacon street. The greatest good 
of the greatest number is generally u safe 
guide iu such matters, and as that locality 
could be made very attractive for ull Bos- 
ton people who have to reiiiuiu iu the city 
during the summer, ami as all these objec- 
tors close their houses on the first upproaoh 
of warm weather, it is evident that their 
selfishness deprives thousands of people of 
innocent pleasure. 

The improvement of the river bunks as 
fur us Wutertown must wuit fur the build- 
ing of this dam, and as tlie laud has been 
already tukeu, there is no reason for delay- 
ing matters. 

Tlie people of Cambridge, Watertown, 
Allston, Brighton and Newton are all in- 
terested iu this improvement and they 
should unite iu urging that some definite 
actlou be taken tills spring, so that the 
work of improvement may not be louger 
delayed. 


Ma.ioy Sternberg, of whom we seem 
to have heard before, claims that at least i 
10 per cent of the volunteer soldiers in the 
Philippines desire to stay there per- 
manently, and make for themselves homes 
in the Islands. This may be true, of course* 
but the last authentic information of the 
wishes of the men oume from the Astor 
Battery, who returned to New York, and 
were almost unanimous in testifying to the 
desire of the private soldiers to get away 
as soon as possible. A recent visitor to the 
Islands, not an official in the army, Capt. 
John McCalferty of California, takes a con- 
trary view from Major Sternberg, and 
writes to the San Francisco Bulletin as 
follows: 

“If the people of this great republic 
understood the situation they would, 

1 am sure, insist upon the withdrawal of 
our forces and in the establishment of a 
republican form of government of, by and 
Tor the Filipinos, with our protectorate 
over them. Why, even the soldiers, our 
volunteers, want to come home. However, 1 
must here add, the majority of the volunteer 
officers want to remain. Many of them are 
drawing bigger salaries ami occupying more 
important positions than they ever did be- 
fore; they have the entree to the clubs of 
Manila and to the leading Spanish and 
Filiuino homes, and they are happy— in 
fact, they find such life very pleasant. 

Among those mentioned for tlie position 
of military instructor in Boston is Capt. 
Earnest R. Springer, captain of company 
C., now with the 5th regiment iu the 
South. His fitness for such a position is 
abundantly proved by the excellent work 
he has done with his own company, which 
he has made one of the best drilled com- 
panies in the regiment, aud he has tlie en- 
dorsement of many military men for the 
position. He is 23 years of age and was 
born in Boston, although most of his life 
has been spent in Newton. Capt. Springer 
was captain of the High school battalion, 
c.iptain of battalion of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and had been a 
member of Co. C. but a shore time when 
lie was advanced to the rank of captain. 
Having been active in drilliug since first 
entering the High school, it will be seen 
that he has enjoyed abundant experience, 
making him especially well qualified for 
the appointment in question. 

Eighteen hundred dollars a year for 
telephones for the city is certainly a rather 
heavy expenditure and no wonder Mayor 
Wilson thought it was too much. By giv- 
lug up some of the instruments, and mak- 
ing ucw arrangements with the company, 
it is expected to bring the cost down to 
81,000 a year. It is one of the anomalies 
of our method of doing things t.iat a pub- 
lic corporation should he allowed the free 
use of the street where their poles ai d 
wires are a good deal of a public nuisance, 
and then the city instead of getting a 
revenue from the corporation should imve 
to pay it so many hundreds of dollars a 
year. Many people think that the tele- 
phone company should pay for the privi- 
leges it enjoys, at least to the extent of 
providing telephones for the city free of 
cost. 


Professor Dean C. Worcester, of 
the University of Michigan, aud a mem- 
ber of the Philippine Commission, ought 
to be regarded with special interest by 
Newton people, as it seems lie is a gradu- 
ate of tlie Newton High school. He re- 
sided during his school duys at the Con- 
gregational Home at Auburndule, and the 
fact that our High school numbers so many 
distinguished men among its alumni is 
justly a matter for local pride iu the 
school. Prof. Worcester is widely known 
as a student of zoology aud animal life in 
general, und visited tlie Philippines in 
1887 und aeain in lS'.K), where lie remuined 
for several years, ami has published the 
result of his researches in his latest book 
‘‘The Philippine Island and Their People.” 

That proposed new Music hall on tlie 
corner of lluutiugton and Massachusetts 
aveuues is a beuuty, but music loviug 
people in Newton are woudering how 
they are going to get to it. It is oil the 
line of regular street car travel, und trans- 
fers to orowded cars will not be pleasant. 
Possibly special Music ilull cars will be 
run from Newton, but us the new building 
is such u long way otT, it Is hardly worth 
while to worry about the means of getting 
there for a year or two. Perhaps by the 
time it is finished we shall ull be travelling 
in auto-mobile cabs. 


The weather this month gives umple 
variety for all. thunder storms, blizzards, 
ethereal mildness and the reverse follow 
each other iu quick succession aud some- 
times iu tlie same day, but spring is cer- 
tainly coming and the suow from the great 
storm last Thauksgiviug has ubout all dis- 
appeared.

A regular meeting of this old, interesting 
and useful society, founded in 1878, was held 
at the residence of Dr. J. F. Frisbie, on 
Monday evening, the 13tb Inst. In addition 
to other and important business discussed 
and acted upon, a paper by the president, 
S. E, Warren, on “Local Life and Standard 
Time,” was read and discussed. It took 
and strongly advocated the ground that, 
however undeniably useful standard time 
is to railroads and to far east and west 
travellers, there is no good reason why it 
should have been allowed to almost com- 
pletely dislocate the hours naturally fol- 
lowed in the purely domestic and. local life 
of communities. These hours could, with 
no inconvenience, but with much benefit, 
have been left undisturbed without any 
double standard or duplicate minute bands 
(one pointing to standard time, and tlie 
other to true local time) by tiie simple de- 
vice of expressing the local time iu standard 
time. 

To illustrate: Churches hereabouts — 
where, us all know, standard time is six- 
teen minutes slow (for convenience cull it 
fifteen) — churches, we say, formerly begin- 
ning at 10.30a, m. of local time, would only 
have to begin at 10.15 standard time, in 
order to continue the same real hour as 
before, of the real natural day. Schools, 
as tlie most natural regulators of other 
community hours, ought to have begun at 
8.45 a. m., in order to continue to really 
begin at 9 a. in. Mills, blowing their start- 
ling whistles at 7 a. in., could, as some 
actually do. sound it at (5 45 a. in., so as to 
continue tlie same real hours as before. 
Variations from real time are of greater or 
less importance, according to the part of 
the day or of the year to which they apply. 
But in the long run, and on the average, it 
cannot but be better to follow nature’s 
real bouts for all the purposes of dully 
homo utid local life than to adopt mail's 
artificial hours for other purposes than fat- 
east or west journeys.

“CROSSED” MONEY ORDERS. 

SiifouuiirtlN Employed In HiikIii ml In 
MuUlnjr Small Konilttancea. 

Americans who uro buying books iu 
small quantities or are remitting dues 
to the treasurers of English societies of 
which they happen to be members occa- 
sionally receive a printed or written re- 
quest to use a “crossed ” order when 
sending money. At first they are likely 
to be mystified by the phrase. Even if 
inquiry is made ut the postoftioe in this 
country it is quite possible that no sat- 
isfactory explanation will be obtuiuuble. 
The remitting party will ascertain, 
though, that American postollices do not 
issue “crossed” orders. 

The term in question refers to two 
lines drawn with a peu from the top to 
the bottom of u postal order ou its faoe 
near the middle and an inch or two 
apart. Tbut treatment of a mouey order 
will prevent puymeut of it to any oue 
but a bauker, uud if, as is sometimes 
done, the name of some particular bank 
is written in the space betweeu tiie 
lines the order will be paid only to tbut 
iusttaitiou. It is not nccessury to use 
any words iu addition to the name of 
the Imuk. No explicit prohibition is re- , 
quired. The mete crossing of the order j 
is u well understood signal to the Brit- 
ish postal authorities, for, while the 
custom is comparatively unfamiliar to | 
people ou this side of the Atlantic, it is ! 
common enough iu the Uuited King 
! doj* 

When uu American remits mouey iu 
this manner, lie crosses his order him- j 
seif, hut iu several foreigu countries the 
postulfice dues not give the order to the j 
sender, but transmits it directly to the 
paying ottice. The person who remits 
merely sends notice to the right pcrscu 
to go to the postotlice uud apply for the 
money. Where this usage prevails the j 
post office issues u crossed order bees use : 
the seuder cuuuot cross the order him- 
self. Sueli is the praotice, for iustauce, i 
in (Jeruniuy, Belgium, Austriu uud 
Italy. — Now York Tiibuue.

to go to .school than those of a generation 
ago. Fundamentals were taught in con- 
junction with other exeroises, and in a more 
interesting fashion than under the old sys- 
tem. Pupils were being taught to make 
use of their knowledge, and not simply to 
store their minds with rules and systems. 
The question of overcrowding was one of 
individual capacity, and could not well be 
passed upon by the individual parent. 

J. Richard Carter approved most hearti- 
ly of the school system. He did not be- 
lieve that pupils were being overworked or 
overcrowded. He did not believe that any 
conscientious pupils left the schools un- 
grounded in the fundamentals. The pupil 
would get on best, who in addition to being 
fairly grounded in fundamentals was able 
to make use of his knowledge, and who 
was quickened to an understanding of the 
world outside. The present system taught 
the child to make use of facts, not simply 
to learn them by rote. In considering the 
matter of overcrowding, the committee 
should be careful to eliminate the element 
of personal complaint. 

Mrs. Amos stated that in her opinion 
ample time was given to instruction in 
fundamentals. 

.Rev. J. C. Jaynes warmly approved of 
the schools and their curriculum. The 
present system, he said, was calculated to 
broaden ‘the student, and to enlarge the 
child's sphere of vision. The schools were 
not overcrowded, and there was every ad- 
vantage in a diversity of study, which de- 
veloped many sides. Fundamentals were 
as well taught as under the older system, 
and pupils of today were much more in- 
telligent than under the older plan. Per- 
haps social engagements had as much to do 
with the overwork of pupils as studies. 

In conclusion Mr. Jaynes paid a high 
tribute to the ability of 5>u;jt. Aldrich, 

Mr, 0. A. Walton stated that all branches 
required bv law were taught in the public 
schools, and that with two exceptions, all 
studies now taught were included in the 
school curriculum in his boyhood. Im- 
proved methods were now in use, and the 
results were more satisfactory. He did not 
believe that the scholars were overworked, 
or that fundamentals were being neglected.

Death of William B~ Locke. 

William Bezaliel Locke, who died at 
his home in Waban on Friday, March loth, 
was, with a single exception, the oldest 
resident in that part of Newton. He was 
born in Cambridge, Jan. 18th, 1825, and 
there passed his youth. Among the earliest 
“forty-niners” who went to California in 
search of fortune, he returned after less 
than two years’ stay and resumed his quiet 
and industrious life. At about this time 
lie acquired a considerable tract of land in 
the place now known as Waban, and en- 
gaged in farming and market gardening. 
In 18(50 lie married Miss Ellen Louise Den- 
ton of Boston, who survives him. Mrs. 
Locke still lives in the house where she 
came as a bride. As Mr. Locke lived here 
some years before his marriage, he has 
spent about forty-nine years continually in 
tills place. He leaves six cliildren, three 
sons and three daughters Miss Lucy 
E. Locke remains with tier mother, ami 
the other five are Hurried, of tiie.se, Mr. 
Albert I). Locke lives in Waban, three 
others live in Newton Upper Falls and one 
in Lowel 1 . 

In 1852 Mr Locke was converted at u 
creat revival which was then in progress 
among tbe Methodists at Newton Upper 
Falls. Ilehuwever since remained a most 
steadfast and devoted member of the same 
church. ilis simple und consistent Chris- 
tian life had exercised a strong and benefi- 
cent inllueuoe over those who came in con- 
tact with him. In business lie was recog- 
nized as a man of tin; highest Integrity, and 
“liis word was us good as his bond.” In 
liis family he was most tenderly affection- 
ate, and as his children grew up about Uiiu 
ami married, liis position became almost 
patriarchal. In recent years it has been

At 7.25 o’clock President Knowlton called 
die board to order, announcing the first 
business to be a hearing on a petition ask- 
ing that the Underwood site be selected for 
the erection of a new school house in the 
Bigelow district. 

The first speaker in favor of the petition 
was Representative John T. Langford. 
His address occupied just an hour. He 
reviewed the history ol the entire subject 
going back to its origin. In all of it, he 
said, there was nothing to reveal the real 
purpose of the new building. He set forth 
the advantages of the Underwood site, 
which he referred to as uplifting, elevating 
and inspiring. 

In regard to the Lincoln district Mr. 
Langford said that here there was a steady 
gain. lie thought, however, there was a 
tendency for class distinction, and to this 
he was much opposed. In substance lie 
favored the Underwood site with a build- 
ing sufficient to contain the scholars, in- 
cluding the Lincoln district and a kinder- 
garten in another building. 

Rev. Dr. J. A. Hamilton spoke from 8.25 
to 8.55 o’clock. He made a strong appeal 
in beiialf of the Line >ln school sohofars. 
He thought there had been a discrimina- 
tion, which had caused many to remove 
from that part of the city where children 
were obliged to attend the Lincoln school. 
Dr. Hamilton looked upon the Underwood 
site as the most central and advantageous. 

At this point Alderm m Dana suggested 
that there were many to speak, and that it 
would he well for the speakers to be brief.

Unfortunately, it appears, Dr. Whit- 
ney gave up his drug store to give his en- 
tire attention to the work of tiie board of 
pharmacy, and when his 81200 was stopped 
it left him in a bad position. Now his 
term of office is nearly up, and this hill, if 
passed, will prevent nis reappointment. 

Perhaps Senator Harwood is wrong in 
believing that tins eff irt to remove Dr. 
Whitney and his colleagues conies from tho 
“rum” druggists, but it is certuiu that it 
lias tiie strong support of ex-Mayor Rock- 
well of Fitchburg, who has recently been 
refused the necessary cortiliuate of tiie 
board, which is a preliminary to securing a 
sixth class license. Mayor Kook well, both 
as a member of the legislature and since 
lias always opposed the strict application 
of the law by the bourd, and he is u candi- 
date, it is understood, for appointment, as a 
member of the body. Under tho circum- 
stances it is impossible to believe that Gov. 
Wolcott would appoint him. While one is 
compelled to sympathise with tiie efforts of 
tho board to clean out the “rum” druggists, 
tiie whole discussion makes very clear the 
necessity of tiie dispensary law, which Mr.

John L. Breck by accidental asphyxiation 
at his rooms at the St. Botolph Club, Bos- 
ton, was received with deep regret in this 
city. 

Mr. Breck was known ns one of the most 
talented and promising of the younger gen- 
eration of American artists, and a jovial, 
genial, wholesouled fellow. 

The sad nffuir occurred early Sunday 
morning at the St. Botolph Club, on New- 
bury street, where Mr. Breck was occupy- 
ing a room for a few hours only. 

The facts as given at tho clubhouse are as 
follows: 

Mr. Breck, who lived and had his studio 
at Auburndnle, remained in Boston to at- 
tend a lecture or some sort of an entertain- 
ment, Friday evening, and as he was to 
take a little trip out of town on Saturday, 
he decided to spend the night at the club. 

He had supper with several fellow’ mem- 
bers about midnight or a little earlier, and 
about 1 a. m. bade everyone goodby, saying 
lie was obliged to make an early start in 
tho morning. He was then ns jovial ns he 
was ordinarily accustomed to be. 

Saturday forenoon, about 9 o’clock, the 
odor of gas was noticed in the house, and 
when it was traced to li is room he was 
found dead in bed. 

It seems there is in the room an ordinary 
wall gas bracket, and close by it a short 
pipe, say perhaps two inches long, to which 
a rubber tube may be attached for a table 
lamp or gas stove. 

The stop cock of this short pipe was 
turned on, showing that in turning the 
cock of the bracket to extinguish tiie light, 
Mr. Breck had evidently allowed his hand 
to casually rub against tiie other, ami had 
thus unconsciously turned on the gas and 
gone to bed and to sleep. 

As soon as lie was discovered in the 
morning his mother in Auburndale was 
notilied. 

Mr. Breck was born April 30, 1800. and 
was tiie son of the late Capt. Breck of the 
navy. Having a natural bent for an artist’s 
life, lie went abroad before lie reached his 
majority, and spent about ten years study- 
ing art in various parts of Europe. 

He enjoyed the almost unique distinction 
of having painted for several months with 
Charles Monet, the father of the impres- 
sionist school. 

Monet was peculiar, not very approach- 
able, und would not give instruction to 
anyone ; hut one day he said to young Breck 
to whom lie had taken a marked liking: 
“Come down with me to Givetnyand spend 
a few months. I won’t give you lessons, 
but we'll wander ubout the tieids and woods 
and paint together.” 

And they di<l, with the result that Mr. 
Breck's work afterward showed the inllu- 
ence of that association, both in its im- 
provement and its individuality. 

lie came home about eight years ago, and 
had been a member of the .St. Botolph Club 
ever since. Tnci’e uru sever il of his works 
on th- the wall* of the club house, and 
they are among the best in a notably lino 
collection of paintings, too. 

One of IBs characteristic ones there is a 
large land -cape, apparently in N *ruiaiel>, 
a dock of sheep, some peasants, a rude 
farm building or two, all oi tn.it sort of 
weird, mystical gray affected by some of 
the greatest of modern French artists. It 
received honorable mention in tiie Paris 
salon. 

There is also a lovely hit of Charles 
river scenery, not at all impressionistic in 
treatment, and so showing the versatility 
of tiie artist. 

Mr. Breck ulso had a genuine musical 
talent, and was the author of several well- 
known songs timt were set to music by 
George \V. Chadwick. 

An exhibition of his paintings was to 
have opened at a Park street art gallery 
Monday morning, hut it bus been given up 
for the present. It is probable, however, 
that his friends will, before many weeks, 
arrange for a memorial display of his 
work. 

The funeral was held Tuesday from tiie 
ciqipel at Forest Hills cemetery. Services 
of a very simple nature were conducted by 
the Rev. P. R. Frothliiglmm of New Beu- 
ford. 

Many beautiful lloral tributes were re- 
ceived, from Mr. Breck's artist friends 
in tli is city, and Now York pall-bearers 
were chosen. 

At the conclusion of tho service the re- 
inuiiis were interred in the cemetery ad- 
joining.

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DISTRIBUTION OF THE TAX BURDEN. 


To tho K«lltnr of the Graphic 
The subject of taxation is always witli 
us. Whether it is leading to American 
Revolution or French Revolution, whether 


applying for national purposes the neces- 
sary portion withdrawn from the collection 
gathered lor local needs. He Is not, how- 


it is leading to rebellion In Cuba and tho i ever, very strenuous for its immediate ap 
Philippines, whether it is occasioning bitter plication in 


partisanship in national congress, or mild 
discussion In state legislature, whether It is 
driving the oppressed to violent resistance, 
or drawing the student to impersonal ex- 
amination, the matter is always present, 
and will not down. Moreover, it has a 
personal Interest for every one of us. In 
modern democratic states the determine* 
tion of its problems rests with a public, 
which is ourselves. The decisions will 
not be made by students, by doctrinaires, 
but by just tho plain people. People who, 
on an average, have no better equipment, 
no higher opportunity, no greater stake* 
than ourselves. 

It is then neither presuming, nor un- 
essential, that we should give our attention 
to the subject, and by occasional review of 
the principles help to clarify our opinions, 
and prepnro ourselves for acceptance or re- 
jection of the various propositions which 
nro brought forward for active discussion. 

Especially at the present timo, when 
large numbers of our fellow citizens are 
actively urging the adoption of a particular 
system, a system which they believe to bo 
based upon righteousness, which is intend- 
ed to relieve oppression, to unchain energy, 
to open opportunity, to punish greed ami to 
reward honest toil, a system which is 
thought to open tho door for social millenni- 
um, is it our duty to give carerui heel to 
their proposition and their arguments? 
They ure citizens whose motives we must 
respect. We know that they are sincere, 
ami actuated by unselfish desires. Wo are 
accustomed to associate their names with 
works of charity, with lives of purity, 
with deeds of enterprise, and with all re- 
forms leading to the equalization of oppor- 
tunity and tho removal of special privi- 
lege. When, therefore, our friends tell us 
that by the adoption of the Single Tex- 
tile taxation of land values to tho exclusion 
of nU other forms of taxation— the taxa- 
tion to its full rental value of all holdings 
of land, we shall attain justness, encour- 
age tho virtues which our present system 
destroys, provide amply for public needs, 
and improve society to an extent scarcely 
less than Utopian -we find a certain pre- 
sumption in their favor. We must consider 
their proposition. We must lister to their 
reasoning. We must adopt their views, or 
know why we do not. We must see if they 
are offer ing us a bettor way, ami if their 
way commends itself tons as better.slumld 
we not adopt It even if we cannot antici- 
pate results quite so roseate as those hoped 
oy its most earnest advocates? Do not let 
us condemn this scheme us the idle dream 
of cranks, even if we cannot follow to the 
end their visions of beneficent results. 

WHAT IS TAXATION FOU? 

Preliminary to any examination of tho 
proper methods of raising a public revenue, 
may it not be worth our while to oonsider 
the occasion for taxation? This seems to 
have escaped in a surprising degree the at- 
tention alike of both legislators and re- 
formers. ulthough 'l was well recognized 
by our Constitution makers. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States provides for tax- 
ation “to pay tho debts and provide for the 
common defence and general welfare of the 
United States,” ami requires that no direct 
tax shall be laid except in proportion to 
population. 

Thu Constitution of Massachusetts de- 
clares that “Each individual of the society 
has a right to oe protected by it in the en 
joyment of his life, liberty and property, 
according to standing laws, lie is obliged, 
consequently, to contribute bis share to tho 
expense of this protection ; to give his per- 
sonal service, or an equivalent, when 
necessary, etc.” It also provides that the 

legislature may “impose reasonable 

taxes, upon all tho inhabitants of, and per- 
sons resident, and estates lying within the 
said Commonwealth.” Is not this Massa- 
chusetts statement a fair presentation of 
the object? Society performs certain ser- 
vice for the individual, service that can bo 
performed only by joint action, and in re- 
turn the individual must contribute his 
share of the cost. There is nothing here 
about contributing in proportion to his 
means, nothing about payment according 
to the number of pounds of sugar he eats, 
nothing about collecting where it is easiest 
to find the money, nor yet anything about 
payment in accord witli the rental value of 
ills laml occupancy. It is all plain and 
simple, ami above board, what the individu- 
al is to pay for is his share of the service 
rendered. Rut how far away from tills 
have strayed both our legislators and our 
reformers? 

OUIl NATIONAL CONGRESS 
has usually levied taxes upon the consump- 
tion of certain selected commodities, and 
has recently attempted a direct taxation, 
proportioned not upon population but upon 
the supposed ability of the individual to 
pay, and although this wus foitunately 
in vi ' ‘ ‘ ’ “

public welfare should demand. The inter- 
dependence of the various interests is so 
great that iimqiialities would become ab- 
sorbed and disappear, and the world would 
continue to get along, as It does now, witli 
conditions far from ideal. 

Therefore it becomes pertinent to ask If 
tho single land tax would ho for tho com- 
mon weal. 'File single tax advocates like to 
tell us how Impossible it would be for ant- 
one to bold unimproved land ; that the full 
rental value being exacted as a tax, every 
holder would lie forced to improve Ills land 
to tlio uttermost. A man with 200 feet 


. this field, being content to ap- 

ply his principle at first only for local pur- 
poses, and to make an extension later 
when the benefits shall linvo been proved. 
It would well seem, however, that a per- 
manent Reparation of tho sources of 
revenue might obtain. The evil of con- 
ducting local aiTairs through the divisions 
applying in uutiouul affairs has been long 
recognized. If the collection of tuxes for 
the two classes of service were united, it 
would become still more difficult to obtain 
consideration of local affairs unhampered 
by associations of national partisanship; 
and the two classes of service, national 
and local, are sufficiently distinct to make 
me prefer that the two sources of revenue 
should also lie kept separate, at least until 
tho beneficent operations of the laud .tax 
shall have become so well recognized that 
tho matter becomes one of tho extension, 
rather than of the adoption of a principle. 

Turning at once then to tho question of 
its application to Bocal Taxation, would 
tho .Single Tax bo a fair method of provid- 
ing that each individual should meet his 
share of securing the benefits of the pro- 
tection of government? What are tho 
benefits of municipal government? What 
is tlie service whose Just share tho individ- 
ual should pay by local taxation? 

Making tin analysis of tho total appropri- 
ations of the city of Newton for tho year 
185)7,1 find that the operation of the munici- 
pal machinery, being suoh purposes us 
salaries, running tho departments, conduct- 
ing elections, care ami repairs of public 
buildings, etc . called for 5) per cent, of the 
total municipal outgo. Highways, parks, 
squares and trees, 14 per cent ; interest ami 
sinking funds on general ami highway 
debts, 14 per cent., being a total of d7 per 
cent, of tlio gross appropriations, which by 
any stretch of reasoning can bo said to 
attach solely to land values. 

'ITie remaining (53 per cent, is divided as 
follows; Relief of tlio poor, :\ per cent ; 
public health and convenience, including 
such services as board oi health, sower and 
water maintenance, watering and lighting 
streets, etc., 11 per cent.; protection of per- 
sons and property, being lor police and fire 
departments, etc., lfiper cent,; public edit 
cation, (including library, oto.,) 17 per cent. ; 
interest and sinking funds on w iter, sewer 
and school loans. 111 per cent. ; being a total 
of (W per cent, of the total appropriations, 
which are associated, not with ihe control 
of the land, but with tlio nature of the use 
to which the occupier devotes it.., 

Tho paper at the .‘Single Tax Club, al- 
ready quoted, says “A vacant lot should 
pay the same tax as the adjoining lot, upon 
which is a $10,000 building, because the 
one costs the city in way of expenditure 
for public service just as much as the 
other.” 

Mr. FlUebrown, the president of the 
Single 'Pax Club, and the chief exponent in 
Newton of the idea, says in his letter to 
the assessors, printed last October, “Now 
for what purpose do you lay taxes except 
for public services? What more reasonable 
than to lay these taxes in proportion to 
public service rendered, in proportion to 
special privileges enjoyed? The land 
value is a “perfect redaction of this con- 
stant service.” 

Are not those gentlemen mistaken? Is 
tlie public service as great in ilu» one case 
as the other? Tlie care of the poor. Tne 
pooraretho.se who have fallen behind in 
the strife for subsistence. Those who 
have outrun t hem and who should stay 
their course hr give a helping hand, have 
made accumulations, accumulations repre 
seated by buildings and their contents, pro- 
perty which no doubt is deteriorating in 
value, but nevertheless something which 
the holder lias got. either through his own 
or his ancestor’s greater success, and with 
which lie may justly he called upon to aid 
the one, who through his own or his ances- 
tor’s inability or fault, has been unable to 
keep pace with the procession. The poor 
are of the past. They are a result, not a 
promise. Pliev belong as a burden upon 
accumulation, rather than as a mortgage 
upon anticipation. 

Public health and convenience, .sewer 
and water maintenance, watering and 
lighting streets, etc., are entirely connected 
u itli the kind of use made of tlie land, and 
not with its holdings. If there is no dwell 
ing, no store, no factory, there is no need 
for these tilings. The $10,000 house wants 
them, and uses them, and should pay for 
them. But the $in,ooo vacant lot, waiting 
for a customer, has no use for them ; ami 
tlio potential value to tlie lot, arising from 
tlie opportunity created by tlie existence of 
these things, lias already been recognized 
in raising the market worth of the land, 
that is the right to call for these services. 
This change in market worth lias already 
been recognized by tlie assessors, and tlie 
bolder has been for years paying the city 
for tlie. right to call for a service that he 
has not actually demanded.

lias held more nearly to tlie ideal pluu of 
collecting in proportion to service ren- 
dered, and has gathered most of its tax 
from reul estate and tlie improvements 
thereon, and from chattels ; uil sharing in 

I mblio protection, ami all being parts of tlie 
mrden on tlie publio purse, that is tlie only 
true excuse or occasion for taxation. In 
going farther, however, and taxing intangi- 
bles tlio legislature lias departed from tho 
principle of payment for service rendered, 
and bus tried to collect in accordance witli 
means, or ability to pay. Tlie failure of 
this tax to bring an adequate return, not- 
withstanding drastio und almost historic 
methods of assessment, is in itself a strong 
commentary on tlie uselessness of depart- 
ing from our constitutional principle, it 
would seem us if it wore a sufficient viola- 
tion c.f tlie terms of tlie constitution to 
cause its abolition by judiciui decision. 1 
am not awure, however, that tlie practice 
has over been adjudicated. 

The Inheritance Tax, which has recently 
been udopted in this state, and which is 
now very popular with legislatures, lias a 
justification in tliut it is through tlio pro- 
lection of legalized government, und tlio 
organized procecdure of judiciui machin- 
ery, tliut tho transmission of property by 
testunient is mude possible. 

REFORMERS 

generally liuve held that tuxution should 
lie along the lines of least resistance; that 
nothing sin old be taxed which can be 
tuken away or bidden; that tlie taxing 
power shall not be made u trap to leud 
Iinnest n i n into fraud ; or tliut all property 
should coiitrilute once, und only once to 
the public rcieuue. 
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have u different plan. As one of them ex- 
pressed it ut last week’s meeting of tlie 
m w ton Single 'Pax Club, “All tuxes should 
be ustessid upon the land because they are 
spent upon tlio laud, w hose vulue is main- 
taimd in no other way. A vacant lot 
should puy the same tux us the adjoining 
lot, up* ii which is u $ 10 , 1(0 building, be- 
cause the one costs the city iu the way of 
expenditure for public service just us much 
ub the other.”

Protection of persons ami property. Who 
can bum down a vacant lot? Who burgles 
tlie diamonds from tlie savin patches oil 
tlie outskirts of our villages? A man holds 
a street frontage of 200 feet. On one half 
of it he builds a house costing $15,000, into 
) which lie puts $5ooo of furniture and 
valuables. The other half lie uses for a 
awu tenuis ground, fondly hoping lie may 
be able to pay tlie taxes upon it until one 
of his children shall want to start a home 
near tho old folks. Does the one lot, witli 
its improvements, cost the city iu tlie way 
of expenditure for police and tiro protec- 
tion no more than the other, vacant, lot; or 
is It not more properly tho only one of tlio 
two which has any just share of these ser- 
vices to pay ? 

And so, witli public education, tlio schools 
und the library. Which of these two lots 
makes tlie greater claim upon the school 
expenditure of $100,000, tlie one that tlie 
people live on, or tlie empty one? 

In IKOfitlie total appropriations for New- 
ton were $ 40 ,ono. Now they are $1,018,000, 
or 25 times as large. If tlie cost of public 
service for tlie vacant lot is no greuter than 
for the improved lot, why are the appropri- 
ations larger now than ;15 years ago? Is it 
not because wo have four times as many 
houses, sheltering five times as many peo- 
ple? And lias not the laud paid pretty 
well for its “unearned increment, ’’when as 
near as tlie imperfect data ut hand can 
show, it is annually contributing seventeen 
times us much for tlie public service us it 
did then. 

In tlie smull town of Shirley, for tlie past 
year, ending March 1, 18 !»x, adopting a 
division of expenditures us near as tiie re- 
tains will admit to tliut adopted iu tlie case 
of Newton, we find theexuense of conduct- 
ing tlio municipality, salaries, buildings, 
duuiuge claims, etc., und interest, uuiouuted 
to 11) per cent, of tlio outgo; highways, 
bridges, snow, etc., ID per cent.; total at- 
taching to land values, 20 per cent. ; relief 
of tlio poor, 17 per cent. ; health und con- 
venience, cemetery und drain, 7 per cent.; 
fire department expenses. 4 per cent. ; pub- 
lic education, including library, etc., 4<i per 
cent, ; totul 74 per cent. 

Turning to tlie method of raising tlio 
money, it seems tliut in Newton tlio assess- 
ment lies very nearly in equal parts, one- 
third each on land values, on buildings, and 
on personul estate. 

In Shirley tlie division is about :i4 per 
cent. on laud, 47 per cent, on buildings und 
15) per cent, personal estute. 

Mr. Slieamian's book gives the uverugo 
for the United Stutis, us about 45 per cent, 
on land, :>o per cent, on improvements, und 
25 per cent, on personality. 

Any attempt to tnuke an adjustment be- 
tween tlie fair share of Hie fill'd en upou 
land, apd the improvements i ;>on It, and 
chattels, is of course incomplete, und may 
be misleading. But it w ould appeal that a 
huge pai l of the cost of our public service 
cannot be fairly distributed on tlie busis of 
the rental vuluesof land holdings. 


frontage, might, and probably would, pay a 
total tax Just, about the s um* .is now. He 
would he relieved of tax on Ills buildings 
and his personal estate, but tlie laud tax 
would be three times as large. lie would 
thus be greatly tempted to give up all of 
his holding not needed for his immediate 
comfort, and two more houses would lie 
built on his present lot. Thus our city 
would rapidly lose its garden character, 
and the tendency to mass buildings would 
increase. This would oause a depreciation 
In tlie value of buildings more than enough 
to offset any advantage from being relieved . 
of taxation. Mr. FlUebrown tells in his 
letter to the assessors that tlie best part of 
his substance has been wasted In trying to 
counteract, by improvement and adorn- 
ment of li is house and lot, tho adverse in- 
lluenoes of coal yards, freight yards and 
steam whistles; and that his tux helps 
maintain the value of his neighbor’s un- 
used acres. If lie were to have his way, 
and ills land and his neighbors’ were to bo 
taxed to three times their present amount, 
would there be anything but coal yards ami 
freight yards there possible? And would 
not the decaying value of his house become 
a tumble, instead of a decline? Is it, not 
greatly, very greatly to the public good, 
that holders should no wiling to pay taxes 
for years, at advancing rutus, on unused 
land? Is it not this which has made possi- 
ble our growth from country to beautiful 
suburb? Is not one-half or more of 
the acreage of our city now contrib- 
uting to our municipal expenditure, 
by taxation, ami not returning anything In 
rental value to its owners? I, and that 
could not support anyone as farming land, 
and cannot yet be used for buildings? In- 
stead of the landholder being a leach fatten- 
ing upon the public, is it not tlio public 
tliut draws its support from him?

But if the Single Tax will not make an 
ideal distribution of burdens, and will not 
benefit the public, it may be that it can be 
shown to benefit tlie poor man, and as a 
chief claim of its advocates is tlie equaliz- 
ing Intluence it would have on society, the 
benefit it would offer to the poor man, it is 
worth our while to see whether this claim 
is well founded. The single taxers delight 
in showing how the landlord’s wealth 
would shrink, under this scheme. They 
issue a pictorial primer showing pictures 
of bloated landlords who are to get their i 
deserts in the good time coming. In fact 
an unpleasantly conspicuous element in 
their literature, is their insistance that tlie 
poor are to tie henetitted by the disaster 
that must come Incidentally to tlie third 
and fourth generations of them that saved 
up their money. But it tlie .Single Tax 
idea of tho increase of land values a d 
land rentals holds, it would seem that tlie 
poor would be sufferers. One of tlie 
strongest passions is the home making 
passion. It is one of the greatest civilizers 
of our time. It is the spur that n ore often 
than any other drives the poor man to sav- 
ing. But poor men belong iu growing 
places. Unless industries thrive and press 
upon d welling bouse districts, tlie pour anil 
tlie rich will meet disaster together. 

The poor man then w ill build bis home, 
but his tax will go up three times as fast as 
it does now His fee does not go up, for 
li is tax is the full rental value of Ills hold- 
ing. lie cannot afford to stay, and lie can- 
not afford to sacrifice bis improvements 
and move. The rise in value of li is lot 
now equals or exceeds tlie shrinkage in 
value of It is house, and tlie poor man as 
much as anybody profits by li is f resight in 
buying bis home. Also how many of our 
Western farmers have hud their homes 
made possible, and their fortunes frumed, 
by obtaining under homestead laws free 
title to lauds which they could then mort- 
gage for tlie purchase of stock and tools? 

WOULD IT HE MODALLY RIGHT? 

Have not the landowners n moral right to 
their equity ? We are told by all tlie Single 
Tax writers that the ultimate basis of all 
our titles rests iu fraud or violence, and 
therefore the public limy repossess them 
without compensation, and witnout wrong. 
Granted that our titles may have been so 
obtained against the Indian, iu most cases, 
but nut so against the public. Largely in 
New England, Pennsylvania and tlie West, 
tlie titles from tlie Indian publio wore ob- 
tained by our public, on terms satisfactory 
to the vendors. The private titles from 
our public, to our individuals oaiue either 
through a mutually satisfactory division, or 
through purchase at prices fixed by tin- 
public, or as rewards for services rendered 
the public. Tlio public have greatly bene- 
fit ted by those purchases. ’Pile mainten- 
ance of schools iu large parts of our terri- 
tory, by tlie sale of tlio school lauds; the 
erecting of public buildings, such us tlie 
Texas capitol, and shall tlie state now turn 
about and tax, etc., contributors for years? 
Pile Western states are largely helped to 
carry on their affairs by the taxes paid by 
non-residents, on abandoned or unproduo 
tive furins.

THE COURT’S DECISION.

An amusing story is told in the Washing- j 
ton dlsnatohes, which may be taken ns an- . 
other illustration of First Assistant Post- 
master General Heath’s thorough knowl- 
edge of postal matters in Newton. The 
story came in connection with Waban’s 
application for free delivery, which Mr. 
Heath thinks should be granted, but the 
ridiculous statement Is added that Mr. 
Heath thinks it would be 'more feasible to 
attach the proposed service to tiro Poston 
post office than to increase the present 
work of the Newton office, and ho advises 
Wuhan people to petition Postmaster 
Thomas for the extension of the free 
delivery to their community. As the whole 
of New ton lies between the Poston postal 
district and Waban, with only a round- 
about steam ear service between them, Mr. 
Heath’s total lack of kuowledgeof Newton 
is again shown. Possibly he is not so 
much to be blamed, however, as he may 
have obtained his knowledge from that 
wonderful map which Mr. Gardiner took 
on to Washington. If this is a sample 
of the way the postmaster general 
manages the postal affairs of the nation, it 
is no wonder that our postal service is not 
self-sustaining. It would be wiser for Mr. 
Heath, before he makes any more foolish 
decisions, to send some ngent on to secure 
information about the location of the New- 
ton villages. 


Mr. James P. Tolman has a very in- 
teresting paper on another page, in which 
he discusses the arguments against the 
Single Tax panacea.

The decision of the Superior Court 
against committees taking any part in the j appeared in the Graphic. 
making of contracts is only what was in- 


tended by the new’ charter. The purpose 
was to make the mayor solely responsible 
for the making of contracts and other 
executive work, so that he could be held 
accountable. The old way was pursued 
for so many years that it was very difficult 
for the aldermen last year to realize that 
they had no rights in the matter, and they 
constantly interfered with Mayor Cobb, 
who apprehended the meaning of the chart- 
er and sought to carry out its provisions. 

In the present case, however, the aider- 
men w ere not so much to blame, as Mayor 
Wilson asked them for advice ou this mat- 
ter, as he evidently did not want to take 
the responsibility. His course has been 
severely criticised iu the matter of the con- 
crete contract, for letting it reaoh such an 
acute stage, and for- his seemingly being 
afraid to offend either party. Rut the 
court’s decision places the responsibility 
back where it belongs, and this is w hat the 
makers of the charter intended. We have 
had the irresponsible rule of committees* 
and it was thought to be wise to do away 
with this and place the entire responsibili- 
ty and the power upon the executive head 
of the city government. 

As for the contract in question, the prop- 
er way would be for the mayor now to ad- 
vertise for new bids, and after their re- 
ceipt, to award the contract according to 
his best judgment, and be willing to accept 
the responsibility for the act. He could 
then have opportunity to find out what bid- 
ders have had experience iu this work, 
whether the rumor that is current at the 
builders’ exchange in Boston that one of 
the parties intends to turn the contract 
over to a Bostou firm, if lie obtained it, is 
correct, aud also what the probabilities are 
of obtuiniug good work under the different 
bidders.

Sltor.i SESSION FOR THE TRANSACTION 
or Rot riNK msiNEss Wednesday 
EV EN1 No 816,407 APPROPRIATED FOR 
MONTHLY EXPENSES. 

Only business of a routine nature was 
transacted at the regular session of the 
school board Wednesday evening. Presi- 
dent Benner occupied the chair, and 13 
members were present. 

On recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee an order was adopted appropriating 
$10,407 for the monthly expenses of the 
department. Dr. Huntington for the com- 
mittee on courses of study reported favor- 
ably on the new rule referred to it last 
month providing that special teachers 
shall proportion their time among tiie 
various sohools, and ndhere strictly to the 
established schedule. Williams and Rog- 
ers arithmetic was adopted for use in the 
commercial coarse in the High sohool. 

It was voted to request the city govern- 
ment to provide a four room addition to 
the Thompsonvllle school house in order 
to relieve the pressure of the Rico school 
at Newton Center. 

On motion of Mr. Avery it was voted to 
request tiie city government to provide im- 
proved sanitary appllanoes for the Clatlin 
school. Orders increasing the salaries of 
the masters of the Hyde, Mason, Adams, 
and Clatlin schools to $2000 wore referred 
to the committee on finance. After some 
disoussion an order Increasing the salary 
of tiie janitor of the Adams school to $55 
per month was referred to the same com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Mrs. Anders, Mrs. Graoe S. 
Adams and other residents of West New- 
ton Hill were referred to the Ward three 
committee on petition for the ereotion of 
a more centrally located primary school 
building in that section of the city. 

On motion of Mr. Bacon the committees 
of Wards four and five were instructed to 
consider tiie advisability of establishing a 
new lino between the Wade and Williams 
districts.

ADVOCATE CHANGES. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF SCHOOL DOAUI) 
LISTENS TO THIi OPINIONS OF AUHUKN- J 
DALE RESIDENTS, WHO BELIEVE IN j 
FUNDAMENTALS AND ESSENTIALS. I 


The fourth in the series of hearings be- ; 
fore the select committee of the school 1 
board wus held Tuesday evening in the 
vestry of the Aubunulale Congregational 
church, and was attended by u much more 
representative gathering than has been 
present at any of the previous hearings. 

The committee was represented by 
Chuirmau Baud and Messrs. Luitwieler 
and Hardy. Thu majority of the speakers 
strongly criticised the present school sys- 
tem, und agreed in stating that fundamen- 
tal studies, notably m ithematios, spelling, 
geography, uud English composition were 
uot being thoroughly taught. The present 
system, however, found several warm sup- 
porters. 

Mr. A. C. Farley cited some examples 
of defective instruction iu spelling and 
geography which had come under his per- 
sonal notice. He believed that these j 
brunches were essential, an 1 was 
astonished at the attempt which hud been j 
made ut previous hearings to belittle the j 
importance of spelling. There were fe w 
people, lie believed, who were uot ashamed j 
to acknowledge themselves poor spellers. 
The education of children was largely thu 1 
acquisition of the habit of ucourhcy and i 
precision, and this was best acquired by 
such studies us inuthematics, spelling ami 
geography. The latter was particularly 
important throughout life, uud he hud 
found thutu very meagre knowledge of it 
wus being acquired in thu public schools. 

Mrs. Tolmau thought that spelllug was 
well taught in connection with reading und 
other brunches. 

Mr. B. L. Bridgman expressed the opin- 
ion that spelling wus being neglected in 
tlie grammar schools. The training in 
English composition was us defective as 
that in spelling, and very little utteiitiou 
wus being puld to this Important branch. 
Thu teachers, he said, were fuithful, und 
the fuult wus witli the system. lie be- 
lieved thut instruction in mathematics was 
made too easy to develop the powers of 
the pupils. 

Mr. .1. F. Bydor thought that tho teach- 
ing of arithmetic iu the public schools wus 
uot of a uhuructur to produce good results. 
Kev. C. M. Southgate stated thut lie had 
found that no particular system wus iu 
use iu the schools as fur as touching arith- 
metic wus concerned, und thought thut u 
wild sort of system was being followed. 

Mrs. 1‘uloubetthi tight that it was hurdly 
fuir to judge the system by individual 
cases in view of the wide difference in Ihu 
ability displayed by two pupils. 

Bov. F. N. Feloubet believed that the i 
tendency of the Newton school system was 
iu the right direction. Tlie so-called fun- 
damentals were being well taught iu con- 
uectiou with other studies. Nervous pros- 
tration among school children wus due 
rutliur to sociul engagements titan to over- ' 
work iu the public schools, he said. 

Two votes, which were taken upon the 
mutter, resulted us follows: First, ou the 
general question of whether tite present 
curriculum of the schools is over-crowded. 
21 votes in favor of the present system umi 
none against; second, us to whether there 
is neglect iu the amount of instruction 1 
given iu thu four funduuieutul studies, 14 iu { 
favor of the preseiit system and 11 against.

STEVENS’ STORY. 


Thore wns only ono real trouble with 
Bob Stovcns, which was thnt ho lmd a 
story to tell. And Indeed this would Imvo 
been nil well enough if ho could over have 
disposed of It — that is, if ho could ever 
hnve told it. But fate must hnvo niedi- ' 
tuted n revenge upon Stevens. Sho must 
have decreed that he should nover finish 
his recital. Tho fnct is ho wns slow. IIo : 
was too exact, nnd too much exactness is 
a fntnl disease — a consumption when it 
fastens itself upon art. We may praise an 
exact man for his pains, but wo deplore 
his tediousness. 

A reporter told me ho would get Ste- 
vens’ story, give him all tho timo he want- 
ed and print tho tiling in a Monday morn- 
ing edition of his paper, thnt being tho ' 
day when there wns room for almost any 
thing, and ho mndo an appointment with 
him. But Stevens got drunk before he 
hnd entered upon his homo stretch, and tho 
roportcr found lie held a tailless kite 
whirling in the air. 

It wns a California story, relating to 
tho curly days of that wonderful country, i 
nnd I hnve since discovered that life is 
full of unfinished California stories. I 
don’t know why a man can’t finish a Cali- 
fornia story. Ho can finish an Arkansas ' 
story or a Texas story, but there is some- 
thing the matter with a California story. 
Stevons had lived a long timo in tho town. 1 
Tho people were peaceable nnd industrious, 
and for years they were disposed to listen 
to his story; they had givon him every 
opportunity a man could desire; they had 
even encouraged him, but he always fell 
down. No ono charged tho fault to him ! 
— that is, directly — but every ono felt that i 
a man, regardless of circumstances, should 1 
be to some extent tho master of his own 
story. It seemed, though, that Stevens 
never could bo the master of Ids narra- ; 
tive, nnd it became a joke throughout a i 
community marked for its whimsical love 1 
of humor. Whenever an important stran- 
ger came to town it was regarded us wit to 
Introduce him to Stevens and nsk for tho 
story. Although this was often repeated, 1 
Stevens never seemed to appreciate tho 1 
fnct that he was tho object of ridicule, j 
How often have I seen him “wallop” tho ■ 
tobacco alK*» in his mouth with pleasure 
at the thought that his time had come nt , 
last, and how familiar were his introduc- . 
tor.v words: 

“It may not bo of vital interest, you un- 
derstand — hut you never can toll wlmt n 
vital interest is till you hnvo heard it, for 
a story is not u story till it’s told — but it 
was in 1849. Now of course there are 
thousands of men in this community who 
have grown up since then certainly, for as 
you can well see I am no youngster, nnd 
they may and indeed they have not any 
patience with things that took plaeo way 
back there, but wo haven’t tho timo to 
take them into account. I have begun to 
gauge a man’s intelligence — surely a 
young man’s — by tho way ho listens to 
something told by older men. Well” — 

“But are you certain, Bob, It wns in 
1849?” some ono nt this point invariably 
would ask. Hero a look of trouble would 
come into the narrator’s eyes. 

“Why, of course I know what year it 
was. I hnvo have all my lifo made it a 
point never to tell a thing that hasn’t 
been thoroughly verified in my own mind. ” 

“But you know a man is likely to bo 
mistaken.” 

‘ Oh, 1 know that ns well ns anybody, 
and no ono could bo more careful than I 
am, because I — I wouldn’t mislead a child 
if I could avoid it.” 

“Tho misleading of a cliild is a graver 
offense in tho sight of the Lord than tho 
misleading of amnn," an authority on 
morals and early frosts would hero remark. 

“That’s true,” Stovcns would declare. 

“1 know it, and wlienovor I tulk to 
children I always hear thut fact in mind. 

"But your story, Bob? Wo nil want to 
hoar it.” 

‘Yes; all right. I suppose many of you j 
older meu remember old Leutherhead 
Dawson. Lived out hero ou thu old mili- 
tary road. He” — 

“ Is ho tho mau who owned tho two head- 
ed calf?” 

“It was a two headed pig.” 

“No; it was a calf . " 

“Well, now, hold on. I ought to know, 
for lie nnd I were” — 

“I’ll bet you $10 It was a calf.” 

On several oeeuslons the money wns put 
up, hut it could never bo settled, though 
Stovcns always maintained, aud some- 
times with violence, that tho freak was a 
pig. Once he culled Sain Dabney a liar, 
and any ono who knows the Dubnoy fam- 
ily can well Imagine what tho result 
might have Ixhsu liml not some one sug- 
gested a drink all uround. 

As Stevens becamo older ho became mor- 
bid. Once he urmed himself ami swore 
some ono in that town must hear the end 
of tho story. Tho mayor, us dry a fellow 
as ever tilted a jug, culled for volunteers, 
and one man came forward, or rut her 
was pushed forward. He was turned over 
to Stevens, und tlie others withdrew. The 
story hud proceeded, as was said, past tho 
lift li trot, through the hobble aud into 
thu leisurely walk when Stevens discov 
umi that tlie man wus a deaf mute. He 
sued tlie muyor, but justice in that com- 
munity was slow, and the case never cumo 
to trial. In a whimsical community tlie 
sleep of the law is sound, and often Justice 
■its noddiug in thu lazy sunlight. 

Stevens was uu exjHTt accountant, but 
he was usually out of employment. It is 
singular that the most competent mau In 
a whimsical community Is the first to lose 
his job und tho last to regain it. 1 don’t 
understand why this fuel lias not been 
treated by tlie |H>lillcu! economist. Per- 
haps lie will take it up when It becomes 
more obvious aud less Interesting. Well, , 
the proprietor of a large hardware estab 
lLhmcnt ottered Stevens tlie position of 
bookkeeper. Tlie post wa». accepted. 
Stevens worked hard, and out of lids ap- 
plication of tiie mind seemed to grow a 
recognition of the fact that lie had boon 


tho butt of tho neighborhood So a long 
Wmo passed, god be mid not a word abo t 
hi* *torv 

“If I hnd my life to live over,” hn was 
hoard to remark, “I v.o ddn’t hnve a 
st<>ry l^iok nt old man Cnl|**pper— never 
had a story and is dying of old ago, rich 
and happy — more than thnt, n*«jH " 

‘lie proprietor of the hardware store 
more than once declared he > old not j-< f 
along without Stevens. ‘ I don't me I .,w 
1 over conducted my htmlnc** without 
him.” ho would say. “Why, ho Is a jiosl- 
tivo rest to mo. " 

Stevens heard of this nnd was greatly 
encouraged. Ho said thnt nt Inst, his lifo 
was about to amount to something. Ono 
day lie asked for an advance in wilnry and 
Was delighted to note the cheerfulness 
with which tlie proprietor agreed. 

One snowy day, a day on which tho 
dreariness of the outside world makes tho 
inside world to cheerful, .Stevens put. down 
his pen and turning to n friend who hap- 
pened to he present slowly shook his head 
and remarked, “I should think my suc- 
cess entitles mo to all tho privileges othet 
men enjoy.” 

“What are you going to do?” the friend 
asked, observing thut ho was putting on 
his coat. 

“I am going to nssert my rights.” 

“What sort of rights?” 

“Tho rights of an American citizen.” 
“But haven’t you been enjoying those 
rights?” 

“Not by a long shot. I hnvo boon ham- 
pered, smothered, nnd I can't stand it any 
longer.” 

“But hold onl Whnfc are you going to 
do?” 

“I nm going to tell tho boss my story,” 
said Stevens, an ashy determination 
spreading over his face. Tho friend called 
after him to stop. “Think of your fam- 
ily!” ho exclaimed. But StevoriH did not 
howl him. Ho walked up to tho proprietor, 
who sat dreamily beside the stove. 

‘Mr. Cragmorc, are you busy?" asked 
he. 

“Oh, not at nil 1 Sltdown.”

New York'* Marly Social Life. 

“One cannot think without a smile of 
tho small efforts to break into the life of 
toil which built up tlie golden foundation 
of New York city’s enormous wealth,” 
writes Euretta Van Vorst in The Ladies' 
Home Journal. “To bo ‘invited to tea’ 
was a very usual nnd acceptable way of 
entertaining. Tho dinner hour, which 
ext re mo fashion made as into as 3 o’clock 
in deference to foreign tastes, was unsuit- 
able to men who were pillars of tlie coun- 
try’s commerce.

lledevclopinu; Poor Negatives. 

An amateur sometimes keeps very poor 
negatives because they nre of subjects ht 
cannot easily duplicate. Such negatives 
may be much Improved nnd if not too 
poor converted into fairly good negatives 
by redeveloping them In old bydrochinon. 
Make n ID per cent solution of citric acid 
and one of red iiotassium prusslnte. Make 
up a solution of 3% ounces of used hydro- 
chi non developer, ono ounce of tho citric 
acid solution, ono ounce of the rod prus- 
siate of potash solution and 2'- ounces ol 
water. Tlie ingredients should bo mixed 
In tho order given. 

Place the negative, without washing, 
In tills solution and develop for from three 
to ten minutes, keeping tho tray in motion, 
as during development Handle tlie plat* 
with rubier finger tips or with a plate 
lifter. When tho negative Is rodevelojied 
enough, fix for throe minutes In a weak 
hypo hat li — ono ounce hypo to ten of water 
— and wash for half an hour in running 
water. The operation may l*o re|>oatod if 
the negative is not yet satisfactory T 
formula may also In* used for inten- •< 
Weak negatives. — Harper's Hound Table.

At the close of the exercises Prof. P. J. 
McGoldrick of Albany, N. Y., gave an ex- 
hibition of chiming. A large number were 
present, including Rev. E. T Sullivan. Rev. 
B. F. McDaniel, Rev. (4. M. Spencer and 
Rev. E. M. Noyes. 

The chime is from the famous bell foun- 
dry at West Troy, New York, and is pro- 
nounced by the makers to be us near perfect 
in tone as it is possible for the art of man 
to make them. After the several bells were 
completed they were set up in a structure 
or fnimeuhe same that is now iu the belfry 
of the churclu. und iu the presence of the 
donor were thoroughly tested and declared 
to be all that was requisite or to be desired. 
As they are now placed they hang in the 
upper portion of the tower, which is open 
on all four sides. The tower itself is what 
may be termed a four story structure, and 
in the second, or one above the vesiitmle, 
is the lauding from which the bells are 
operated. Iu this section is located the 
key board,— a collection of levers each of 
which is connected by u system of rods and 
chains to the clapper of its proper bell,— 
and while the meenuuism is as simple as 
possible the most cureful adjustment is 
necessary iu order that when the lever is 
acted upon the bell shall answer, avoiding 
i any false note or error in tune. While the 
I levers themselves are aided by every law 
| of median ics that can be applied to render 
I the labor us light us possible to the opera- 
tor, still his task is no eusy one, and while 
; the chime is in uotion he lias no idle time, 
j The bells vary in weight from 2500 pounds, 

I which is the weight of the E tenor bell, 
i down to the F sharp, which tips the scale 
| at 250 pounds. The E tenor bell is hung on 
a yoke which rests upon standards and por- 
] inits the bell to be used for the ordinary 
| purpose of a churoh bell us well us the 
leader of the chime. 

I That the introduction of the chime is a 
source of much gratification to the mem- 
bers of the church, needs no reiteration, 
tin! citizens generally are keenly interested 
i in its success and trust that no untoward 
! accident may befall it iu the process of 
| placing iu position. On the K. tenor or 
leader bell is cast the inscription “First 
, Baptist church iu Newton, presented by a 
friend iu memory of l>r. S. F. Smith, A. 
D. lH'.r.i. Bring an offering and come into 
his courts. Psalm XC vi 8 11.”

New Telephone Company. 

At the meeting of the board of aldermen 
on Monday last, the Massachusetts Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company filed a peti- 
tion for the right to lay underground con- 
duits and erect poles in the streets of this 
city. The petition does not designate the 
streets iu which this company proposes to 
locate its poles and place its conduit-*, but 
it does provide that they shall have “full 
rights to dig up ami open the groifmi in any* 
of the streets, lanes and highways of said 
1 city ot Newton, so fur us is necessuty to 
accomplish the object of the corporation, 
and also to erect such p« lev with the wires 
connected therewith, fu the streets, lanes, 

‘ and highways of said city of Newton as 
I may be necessary to make a complete sys- 
1 tern for the transmission of ii telligence by 
| telephone and telegraph.” It is quite evi- 
* dent that this company does not propose to 
■ be restricted to any particular stre«ts iu 
the city, but desires to have the right to 
| locate poles wherever it may see fit. 

| There is a growing prejudice at tlie pres* 

, ent time against the locating of p< les of 
I electric companies in our streets. For 
i some time past the companies operating 
i here have found it quite difficult to obtain 
I locations for the extension of their Hues. 

, We imagine that this new proposition for 
! another company w itli u blanket franchise 
I which will permit it t»* go wherever it 
‘ chooses will not be received with favor. It 
does not yet appear w hat advantage if any 
{ our citizens w ill derive by giving up its 
! streets to this new eorporatiou. There cer- 
; taiuly ought to be a large compensation fur 
; a new franchise of this kiud, which would 
| encumber our streets so seriously with 
; additional poles aud wires, either in the 
i guarantee of a very low rate for subscrib- 
; er>, or a substantial return to the city, 
i ueitherof whi ch s eem to be offered .

It was about T.fiOwhen President Knowl- 
ton called the board to order. Aldermen 
Fisher and Ivy were reported as absentees. 

The first business was the rending of 
several communications from the mayor. 
He recommended the settlement with Hon. 
William Ciaflin on account of Lowell ave- 
nue, by the payment of $1,000. 

Two communications that bad been re- 
ceived from the school board were then 
read. The tirst was a request for the en- 
largement of the Thom psonville school- 
house, and the second for the reconstruc 
tlon of the sanitary arrangements of the 
Clatlin school. These were referred to the 
public property committee. 

The mayor referred, in a communica- 
tion, to the Felton street drain. The 
amount of the claim had been $i>ik». A 
settlement for $400 was offered, and this 
the mayor recommended. This was re- 
ferred to the committee on claims together 
with the majority and minority reports 
on the subject presented last year.

Residents of River street petitioned for 
the reconstruction of that thoroughfare 
from Waltham street to Lexington street. 
A petition was presented for the laying of 
a concrete sidewalk on Putnam street at 
the corner of Washington street, West 
Newton. Before this was referred to the 
highway committee Alderman White said, 
"this sidewalk was ordered lust year. If 
it wasn’t laid the fault is that of the mayor 
and superintendent of streets." 

Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Robert Loughl- 
gan petitioned for indemnity of $400 for 
damages sustained to their property on ac- 
count of widening Walnut street, Newton 
Highlands. Deferred. 

COSI MITTEK REPORTS 

Many of the c Mimittees* recommenda- 
tions are embodied in the list of orders 
given below, and will be omitted here. 

'Fhe highway committee had many to 
offer. The journal committee in addition 
to that veteran report recommending ap- 
proval of the records of the previous 
meeting, reported relative to the enrol- 
ment of an ordinance creating the office of 
inspector of police, ami relative to an en- 
rolment of an ordinance relating to cure 
of police buildings. These recommenda- 
tions were adopted. 

The license committee favored granting 
G. W. Bush license for two hackney car- 
riages. Granted by full board. 

This committee favored the appointment 
of Alfred Doane as a measurer of wood 
and buck and surveyor of lumber. His 
election by the board followed. 

The form of Mr. Douue’s election was 
interesting inasmuch us this was the tirst 
election by the hourd of aldermen held 
under the provisions of a recent piece of 
legislation at the Stute House. Each mem- 
ber of the board of aldermen responded to 
his name us it was called by the city clerk, 
and repeated the name of the person for 
whom he voted. 

All appointments made by the board 
hereafter will be made in this manner, 
which Monday evening provoked consider- 
able laughter. Mr Doane was unanimous- 
ly chosen. 

The police committee reported relative to 
the ca>e of Reset ve Patrolman Alfred .1. 
Cole, declaring it inexpedient to take 
further action as the mutter caine under 
the juri.sdo non of the mayor and head of 
police department. 

The sewer committee recommended con- 
struction of a sewer in Grant avenue, Ward 
(i The .street lights uml poles committee 
recommended leave to withdraw’ on petition 
for relocation of poles and attachments on 
Auburn street, Ward t. They also recom- 
mended that the telephone company be 
granted leave to withdraw on ils petitions 
for locutions ou Bowers, Bowdom, Arling- 
ton and Pembroke streets. 

The report of the highway committee 
favoring the special appropriation authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of $40,170.00 for street 
improvements was read by Alderman 
White. Ho suid it hud been turned down 
by the finance committee last year, when 
the budget had been considered by that 
body, but the board had seen lit to add this 
amount when considering the budget in u 
committee of the whole. 

There were uo further remarks and the 
report was read and accepted. 

Tlie committee onordiuuuoes bad reports 
on the proposed ordinance relative to dual 
salaries, ami a majority and minority re- 
port on the proposed ordinance relative to 
time given city by heuds of departments. 

On the tirst subject the committee de- 
sired to withdraw its report, and was 
granted further time. 

The majority of that committee thought 
it inexpedient to pass an ordinance regard- 
ing the amount ol time a city official should 
devote to the city. 

Alderman Whittlesey, the author of a 
minority report ou that subject, told what 
the minority report was in substance. The 
paper could not be found, and it was 
deemed the wisest course to refer the 
whole subject hack to the committee. This 
was done. 

The committee ou street railways recom- 
mended that leave to withdraw l*o grunted 
ou petitiou of the Newton A Boston street

These orders were also adopted, provok- 
ing no discussion: Accepting ordinance 
relative to appointment of police inspector 
and care of police building. 

Also authorizing construction of sewer 
in Grant avenue. 

Also granting the Newton street railway 
right to locate a curved track on Lexington 
street at Bumford avenue. 

Also appropriating $1,000 for settlement 
with Hon. William Clatlin on account of 
Lowell avenue. 

Also granting leave to withdraw to West 
Roxbury & Newton street railway com- 
pany on that part of its pettion which 
asked right for locations on Parker and 
Cypress streets. 

Adopting resolution regarding the joint 
use of Washington street tracks. 

THE RESOLUTION 

relative to joint use of tracks was adopted. 
Here is the story of it: 

At present the double tracks on Wash- 
ington street from Nonantum square to 
West Newton are operated jointly by the 
Wellesley & Boston and the Newton street 
railway companies. 

'The former company provides power for 
the southerly tracks from its power house 
on Homer street. The latter company sup- 
plies the power for the northerly 
tracks from the plant of the Waltham 
gas light company. The fault is said 
to lie with the power supplied by the gas 
light company, inasmuch as it is insuffi- 
cient. Cars come down on the southerly 
tracks readily enough, but often meet with 
difficulty in returning on the northerly 
tracks. This, it is claimed, is due to the 
luck of sufficient power. 

Now the object of the resolution is to 
have the power supply combined, ami the 
joint use of these tracks carried on in the 
s line tnannir as in ail other well regulated 
cities. Also to have the supply for both 
northerly and southerly tracks come from 
the same source uud be sufficient. 

TJIK POOR FARM. 

When the order appropriating $.10,000 for 
the new poor farm building came up it was 
tirst opposed by Alderman Chesley. He 
thought the needs of the city in that direc 
tiou did not warrant so large an amount, 
especially when the condition of the city’s 
finances weru considered. He offered as 
amendment un order providing fur the ex- 
penditure of $20,000, the buildings to be 
constructed of wood. 

Alderman Lowell, chairman of the pub- 
lic property committee, in reply to Aider- 
man Dana’s request for information, said 
that the new building was necessary be 
cause the present Wuhan almshouse was 
about to be sold, and the property disposed 
of. The plans had been prepared some 
time ago, and were favored bv the over- 
seers of the poor. It had been said that 18 
was the average number of inmutes a year, 
for the past ten years, but the overseers of 
1 the poor gave the number as 45. The site 
j of the proposed building was over one and 
one-half miles from any fire apparatus. 

Alderman White agreed with Alderman 
Chesley. lie said the Windsor Hotel lire 
| in New York hud demonstrated the fact 
i that a building of brick walls was no better 
i than one of wood in case of lire. lie 
thought the average number of inmates 
; yearly was 1H, and was surprised to hear of 
; larger figures. In case of fire he thought 
I there was sufficient protection, as the 
Wmking Boys Home nearby was supplied 
I with a hydrant. 

Alderman Whittlesey took an economical 
i view. He said the amount of $30,000 was 
more than the mayor had requested. The 
; wooden building would meet all the needs 
and be amply sufficient- to accommodate 
i the inmates. 

Alderman Niles was anxious to learn 
about the discrepancy in the figures quoted, 
lie had heard the number 37 given. 

Mayor Wilson was called upon and said 
! that from 18 to 20 inmates were cured for 
; annually. 'The enlarged figures given by 
Mr. Nickerson, included transients uud 
"overnights.” 

On motion of Alderman Dana the entire 
mutter was recommitted to the committee. 

FOR CO. C’B RECEPTION. 

An order appropriating $500 fora reeep- 
tiou to Co C was represented by Alderman 
Nagle. Questioned as to its legality lie re- 
ferred to the statutes, which permits un 
appropriation of this amount mutually for 
militia purposes. 

I Tiie order was unanimously adopted. 

THE STREET RAILWAYS’ 

locations furnished abundant material for 
| debate. 

The first subject was the granting of u 
j location to the Cominouweultu avenue 
Street railway on Cypress, Paul, Centro 
uud lJoylstou streets. 

As soon us it was presented Alderman 
| Norris moved us amendment the location 
‘ be given ou Boylston and Centre streets 
| only. 

Alderman Chesley wished to know if the 
company would be willing to give free 
j transfers, 

Alderman Baily said free transfers from 
i tlie Commonwealth avenue street railway 
would come in 15*01 us provided for in tlie 
extension of time grunted that road last 
year. 

Alderman White was anxious that I'resi- 
deut Cluliiu of the Common wealth avenue 
| street rail way should be called upon. He 
J said lie understood Alderman Chesley ’s 
I point to be well tuken, us Upper Falls 
residents would be unwilling to pay ten 
cents to go from their villugc to Newton 
Centre, for the privilege of riding over Mr. 

; Clattin’s road. 

I Alderman Lyman thought it manifestly 
unfair to turn down tlie Newton & Boston 
street railway, uud give this locution to the 


Commonwealth avenue line. He did not 
believe the latter corporation would do 
any better, ami tloi» it would be some time 
betnt'P it would be able to give free trnna- 
| lers profitably . 

i Aldei mail White said the Commonwealth 
1 line bad presented the first petition. The 
Newton tY Boston’s petition for the same 
location came later, and was an attempt to 
j down the other line. It whs "a stout game 
of bluff" on their part. 'They had said 
only recently they would be willing to 
withdraw d the Commonwealth avenue 
line agreed. The people did not petition 
lor tlie Newton A Boston snort railway, 
and did not w nut it. 

Alderman \\ reks fell that the road was 
not desired ly Newton Highlands resi- 
dents. lie would vote against this location 
, for the Comm • nweallh avenue line. lie 
thought I’aul street, through which it is 
[ proposed to run the cars, was too narrow, 
j He also thought the city government 
I should take such a stand as would cause all 
roads in Newton to consolidate. lie 
! thoroughly believed in street railways, and 
1 thought them a benefit. He was anxious 
that there should be a consolidation, how- 
ever, in Newton. lie did fail to see any 
benefit from this proposed route. 

Alderman Warren was positive tlie road 
was needed by the people of Newton 
Highlands. 

Alderman Dana thought Paul street too 
narrow, but the question was "should the 
interests of all Newton Highlands be sacri- 
ficed for Paul st reet ’"' He thought tlie de- 
mands of Newton Highlands called for this 
location, not as amended, lunvever. 

Alderman Daily, referring to the amend- 
ment. thought it did not meet the desire of 
Newton Highlands residents. It would 
mean a track from Newton Highlands to 
the Centre street crossing. There would 
bean end, and tlie tracks be resumed on 
the other side of the railri ad. This was 
made necessary by the fact that no street 
railway can cross tlie Boston Sc Albany 
tracks on a grade. Furthermore the Com- 
monwealth avenue line would find It neces- 
sary to build a oar barn at the Centre 
street crossing, keep cars there, and em- 
ploy an extra working force, lie doubted 
if the Commonwealth avenue line would 
accept it. 

Mr. Daily thought the objections of a 
few’ should not prevent a great number 
from obtaining these benefits. There was 
a clause in the franchise for tills location 
which stated that the Paul street tracks 
were to be removed when tlie grade cross- 
ings on tlie south side were abolished. Mr. 
Daily referred to Alderman Weeks’ plan of 
consolidation. It was a matter to which lie 
had given his personal attention. On the 
subject be had talked with the presidents 
of the three roads. One was in favor of 
consolidation, another was perfectly ready 
to talk with the other presidents, while the 
third said consolidation was impossible as 
tlie companies were capitalized differently, 
and the matter could not be arranged under 
the present statutes. 

Alderman Lowell thought Paul street a 
totally unfit street, and was opposed to the 
location. 

Questioned by Alderman White, Mr. 
Clullin said if the location as provided for 
by the amendment was granted, it would 
mean an extra ear barn, extru cars and 
extra help. lie could not say whother or 
not the directors would agree to the accept- 
ance of the location as amended. He was 
sure, however, that tlie Commonwealth 
line would give free transfers all over its 
system if this original location was grant- 
ed. though tioc until it was in operation. 

Alderman Nagle wanted to know if 
President Parker of tlie Newton & Boston 
would agree to this. Mr. Parker was not 
called upon, however. 

Alderman Daily said free transfers were 
not provided for in the original franchise 
to the Commonwealth line, but in later 
grants of locations to this road the provi- 
sion had boen made. 

On request of Alderman Weed the clause 
relating to Paul street was read. 

Alderman Norris said there were from 12 
to 15 houses on Paul street, the occupants 
of which remonstrated. 

Alderman White claimed lie knew a gen- 
tleman who owned a largo part of Paul 
street, and who greatly favored the original 
location. Another resident and property 
owner there was perfectly willing Mr. 
White said Paul street was occupied largely 
by coal sheds, and that in common justice 
tlie amendment should be voted down. 

Alderman Lyman thought tlie remon- 
strance of Paul street residents should not 
be ignored. The clause about temporary 
use of the street had no special significance. 
It might be ten years before the grade 
crossing was abolished. 

More or less petty discussion followed 
and at last tlie amendment was put to vote. 
It was lost by 9 nays against 8 yeas. 

Aldermen Lothrop audStiokney declined 
to vote. 

After tlie vote had been declared Aider- 
man Chesley, who hud voted against tlie 
amendment, discovered that by so doing he 
had made a mistake. It was reconsidered 
and on tlie second vote tlie amendment was 
carried by 5* yeas against 8 nays. 

Alderman Dana called attention to tlie 
rule which made it compulsory for ail 
members to vote. 

On tiie third vote tlie amendment was 
carried by 12 yeas. 

Alderman Baily said this amendment 
meant a change in the present order of 
location. lie thought it best to call atten- 
tion to tills. 

Aider man Whittlesey spoke in behalf of 
the Newton & Boston street railway. Ho 
opposed this company’s being granted 
leave to withdraw, uud thought it unfair. 

At this point there was more informal 
discussion, and tlie final settlement came 
when Alderiimn Dana moved a reconsider- 
ation of the vote, and that the order as 
amended be referred back to the committee 
with the report on the Newton & Bo t m 
street railway’s petition for a like location. 
Tlie motion was carried. 


Also an ordinance to regulate the accept- 
ance of bids and awarding of contracts tor 
city work in excess of $000. ’This was pro 
seated by Alderman Lyman and referred to 
the committee on ordinances. It clearly de- 
fines thn manner in which bids shall be 
acted upon, and the award of contracts 
made. 

A u order for location of telephone con- 
duits on 'Temple and Sterling streets was 
adopted. 

An order requesting the mayor to petition 
the general court for the application of the 
, civil service system to tho Newton fire de- 
partment was referred to the fire commit- 
i teo.

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Newton Single Tax Club. 

The regular meeting of the olub was held 
at 250 Bellevue street, on Monday evening. 
The ohalrman reported having spoken be- 
fore the Agora Society of Wellesley Col- 
lege on the 22d, and before the Carpenters 
and Joiners Union at Newton, on the 23d, 
with engagement at the clinpel of the Con 
gregationalist church, Auburndaie, on the 
28th. Attention was called to the dinner 
to be given by the Massachusetts Single 
Tax League at t ho Hotel Vendome, on next 
Tuesday evening. April 4th. 

This dinner is to the joint committees of 
the Legislature on Taxation and Ways and 
Means, ami other persons active or inter- 
ested In the subjeot. Mr. Thomas G. 
Shearman of New York will bo the orator 
and Home Rule in Taxation, the subject of 
the occasion. 

The last week’s letter of Mr. Tolrnan to 
the Editor of the Graph c, on account of 
its courteous and frequent allusion to the 
Newton Single Tax Club and its tenets was 
accounted entitled to thoughtful recogni- 
tion and treatment. The following Was 
read in reply. 

Mr. Tolman’s letter covers so largo a 
field and so many points, that space does 
notallow the enumeration and answering 
of them one by oue, hence wo content our- 
selves with a reply to such of its leading 
arguments as especially involve the pro- 
blem of, "What is it tlint maintains the 
value of the land?” Mr. TOlinan analyzes 
Newton’s expenses for 185)7 as follows: 

Salaries, department and election ex- 
penses, care of public buildings, lighting, 
parks, and interest and sinking funds per- 
taining thereto— 37 per cent, the gross ap- 
propriations. 

Sewer, water, health, police and fire de- 
partments, street watering, street lighting, 
library and schools, with Interest pertain- 
ing thereto, and the poor, <»:t per cent, of 
the gross appropriation. 

This 87 percent., Mr. Tolman says, is 
the total share of expenditure "which, by 
any stretch of reasoning, can be said to at- 
tach solely to land values.” The 08 per 
cent, he says is “associated not with the 
control of the land but with the nature of 
the use to which the occupier devotes it." 

Our answer needs of course to deal only 
with the 03 per cent, of expenditures. 
True this public service lias to do with 
"the nature of the use to which the land is 
put” but what value has the land without 
the public service? The man who buys a 
lot on which to build li is house, pays his 
money not for the land itself, but for the 
use of sewers, water service, for healthful 
air, for police security of property, for pro- 
tection from fire, for libraries and schools, 
just as one would pay for the common ser- 
vice and privileges of a club. If this is not 
true, what does make a lot that commands 
all tlie.se advantages, worth more than one 
that does not. We say that what the man 
pays for is the advantage of location. 
What small advantage is so tempting to the 
summer customer for a building lot as the 
fact that the city lays the dust in front of 
it for six or eight months in the year? 

PUl) LIC SCHOOLS. 

What is plainer from West Newton hill 
top than that public schools not o dy make 
the land of Newton worth more than it 
would be without them, but that they add 
just as much to the value of the and of the 
childless man as to that of him who sends 
a dozen children to school? If not, why 
does every boom town advertise as its first 
attractions, "churches, library, and public 
schools?” 

SEWED, WATER AND LIGHT. 

Does it not cost just as much to carry 
these to the vacant lot as it does to carry 
them to the adjoining lot with the $10,000 
building? If in Newton, 10,000 house lots 
are already piped and provided with these 
things, and only 5,000 houses are built, is 
not tlie expense to these 5,000 houses ap- 
proximately double what it needs to be? 
And do not the vacant r>,otH) lots absorb 
their half of the capitalized value of the 
annual cost of maintaining the public ser- 
vice? The building pays the vacant lot’s 
share of the taxes, and t lie tenant pays the 
tax on the building. The vacant lot holder 
gets 5 per cent, of benefit, and pays 1 1 2 
per cent, for it. 

FDOTECTION OK PERSONS AND PROPERTY, 
These add to the value of the land, but 
not to the value of the buildings. Because 
you cannot burn down a vacant lot or the 
value of it, is, we say, the very reason why 
it should bear the tax. Its value is not re- 
duced by the burning down of the building. 
It costs just as much to cover vacant lots 
with police and fire department; costs just 
ns much to get the policeman and the fire 
engine to the vacant as to the occupied lot. 

A GARDEN CITY. 

The attractiveness of Newton would b) 
maintained just us now by the ability of 
well-to-do people to occupy liberal house 
lots. What today is wanting except the 
exemption of personal property from taxa- 
tion to make Newton the very Paradi a of 
tax dodgers. To quote from "Progiess 
and Poverty:” "The destruction of specu- 
lative land values would tend to diffuse 
population where it is too dense, and to 
concent rute it where it is too sparse; to 
substitute for the tenement house, homes 
surrounded by gardens, and to fully settle 
agricultural* districts before people were 
driven fur from neighbors to look for land. 
The people of the cities would thus get 
more of the pure air and sunshine of the 
country; the people of the country more of 
the economies and social life of the city.” 

THE CONSTITUTION. 

The constitutional enjoyment of "life, 
liberty and property” is in degree propor- 
tional to the value of land. The person 
who has no property enjoys the "right of 
property” just as much as he who abounds 
In goods and chattels. The more wealth 
one nmn has the more are life and liberty 
worth to the other umn. Goods and chat- 
tels are worth no more on account of tho 
service of society, hut cost rat her less and 
less us society and uo-operutiou develop. 
Thus from our dilfereut standpoint the 
"reformer” would indued, as Mr. Tolman 
says, "tax the individual in proportion to 
that part of the public service which lie ap- 
propriates.” 

THE APPLICATION. 

The single tux is strenuous for a full ap- 
plication. but is willing to begin at the 
small end uud prove the principle as fast as 
possible, starting under u “local option in 
taxation” with a municipal test and biding 
“the extension of the principle.” 

Mr. Tolmuu may truthfully say that it is 
no answer to his question to usk him 
another, uud also that assertion and im- 
plied contradiction are not argument, but 
to the deluded single taxer bis own argu- 
ments are so self evident that he is obliged 
to rest his case with the statement of the 
faith thut is in him and let the jury tuke its 
choice. Other points of Mr. '1 olmun’s ad- 
mirable letter ought to receive notice ut 
some future meeting. 

Mr. Tolmuu wus present and handsome- 
ly defended bis own position. The alter 
discussion which wus participated in by 
Mr. Carol, Mr. Willis and others, made u 
lively uud interesting evening.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Special Logifllntivn Correspondence.) . 

Beacon Hill, March 20. 
The legislature lias now done three 
months work. There has been nothin? 
suggestive of rushing in the proceedings 
thus fur, but there lias boon a steady grind 
in committee sessions which must have 
made some men very weary. Senator Har- 
wood has been in comnfttaa meetings 
nearly all the time, an 1 has seen days 
when three of his committees were on duty 
at once. Mr. Chadwick lias been constant- 
ly at it. Mr. Langford has not been so 
regularly in hearings, but has been com- 
pelled to give a good deal of time to the 
study of measures before his committee, 
and so has had enough to do. Front now 
on it will be debates until tho end. The 
committee on minufaetiires begins its 
hearings on tho annual report of the gas 
and electric light commissioners today. 
Unless signs fail, there may bo many of 
these, and a bitten fight; but signs uro apt 
to fall on a big matter like this, and the 
committee may give its hearings and report 
In short order. Its chairman, Senator 
Putnuin, lias been suspecting that the de- 
lay In filing the report was duo to avert ac- 
tion immediately on the consolidation of 
the Boston gas interests. He Is the sort of 
a man who takes such a suggestion ns a 
challenge, and he may insist on a full 
hearing of the whole subject. Tho bill of 
the majority of the commission provides 
that the Boston companies may combine 
within a stated time or lose their 
charters. Gen. Suhuff’s bill is oven more 
drastic. The consolidation includes the 
Mass. Pipe Line Gas Co. The most direct 
way to secure consolidation would seem to 
be to let Mr. Whitney’s company buyout 
all competitors, through a compulsory act. 
He does not seem anxious to proceed on 
this line, which indicates that tiiere was 
more fear than danger when the prospect 
that liis company would absorb all the out- 
side companies was pointed out a few 
years since. The commissioners bill re- 
peals the famous provision for 50 cent gas 
which was put in tile Pipe Line statute. 

If this matter fails us, it is difficult to see 
what will be made the great issue of the 
remainder of the session. 

Senator Harwood attacked a bill which 
would permit the Eastern Cold Storage 
people to send artificial cold through cer- 
tain streets of Boston the other day. His 
effort was to secure amendments which 
would permit an appeal to the gas and elec- 
tric light commissioners from decisions of 
the board of aldermen as to location of 
pipes. lie admitted that he did tills in the 
interest of fair play, but at tho instance of 
tho stockholders of the Quincy Market Cold 
Storage Co. a rival company, $100,000 of 
the stock being owned l»y his constituents. 
Tills same fight was made in the committee 
on cities, by W. L. Putnam, the attorney 
of the latter company, but Mr. Chadwick 
and his associates did not think the change 
necessary, and Senator Harwood failed to 
carry his fight In the Senate. Senator 
Chamberlain remarked that the gas com- 
missioners had no more to do with the 
question then the board of pharmacy. 

Downing’s and Chandler’s ponds will 
not be added to the Boston nark system 
this year, unless the house and senate 
throw down the report of the committee 
on metropolitan affairs which Inis voted 
reference to tho next general court on the 
matter. This is doubtless the result of the 
decision of the Boston Republicans not to 
favor any of Mayor Quincy’s schemes for 
going outside the debt limit this year. 
Meanwhile, the screws are being put mi 
in another direction in the way the bill to 
compel Boston to rebuild Malden bridge 
inside the debt limit is being rushed 
through. It seems as though Quincy’s 
characteristic sagacity deserted him on 
this matter. Lust year, by use of his friend 
Senator Folsom, he was able to o m- 
vince the senate that not Boston, but Bos- 
ton and Middlesex county, should build 
the Malden bridge, notwithstanding it is 
entirelv within the limits of Boston, and 
that by the act which permitted Charles- 
town to be annexed, Boston assumed the 
entire responsibility for this bridge. lie 
evidently saw that this subterfuge would 
not work twice, and so this year had a pro- 
vision for rebuilding the bridge to a width 
of fifty feet put in the annual budget, thus 
completely reversing his attitude of one 
year ago. The Malden and Everett people, 
who have to use the bridge to get out of 
Boston unless they go on the train, ir- 
sisted that the bridge should bo made at 
least <U> feet wide, anil naturally followei 
the Boston idea, wiiieii was to build it in- 
side the debt limit. Now Quincy is light 
ing the measure on the ground that it is 
not fair to compel the city to build within 
the debt limit, though the item for the 50 
foot bridge is now in the budget, to be 
built within the limit. He is evidently to 

be worsted in this matter. 

Mr Langford confesses himself better 
satisfied with the George bill [for the ^nom- 
ination of candidates for the General Court 
by direct vote in caucus than with his own 
measure, which the committee reported 
adversely, lie originally only sought to 
have the bill apply to cities, and says that 
lie added towns at the suggestion of others. 

If it had not been for the annual legisla- 
tive dinner at the Vendome tonight, Mr. 
Chadwick’s committee would probably 
have finished its hearings. It put over the 
hearing on the removal of buildings west 
of the State House, on which it sits joint- 
ly with the committee on State House, 
last week, with tho understanding that the 
hearing would bo begun this morning and 
continue until evening, when it could bo 
finished. It is doubtful if the members of 
the two committees would care to sit while 
the legislative dinner was going on, how- 
ever, particularly as tho chairman of tlu* 
committee of arrangements for the dinner 
is a member of oue of the sitting coiu- 

“X great scheme for executive and judic- 
ial buildings on either side of the State 
House is gradually being exploited on Bea- 
con Hill. The idea will be expensive, but 
will have the effect of saving the hill from 
the eclipsing effect of high buildings, if 
uothiug else. 

The committee on public service gave the 
public a scare by voting to report u bill to 
provide for the repeal of the civil service 
act, subject to the vote of the people, to bo 
taken at the next state election. 1 lie com- 
mittee so voted on Monday, but before the 
report was tiled Mr. Hancock o f Brockton, 
who had charge of it, was persuaded to 
hold it buck until the committee could hold 
another meeting. There are objections to 
the committee’s report, outside the gener- 
al one of whether tho law is not u good one 
and correctly administered. For one thing, 
the committee voted to report auuiu»t a bill 
to extend the law to towns, and then voted 
to let towns vote on the question of its re- 
peal. Then the constitution seems to pro- 
vide that the people can vote on the accep- 
tance of a charter, but not us to the boards, 
etc., which may be created under the char- 
ter. This rule would apply to the state as 
well as to cities. Then Alt. 20 of the 
amendments to the constitution expressly 
states thut tho power of suspending or 
executing the luws shall only be exercised 
by the legislature, or by authority de- 
rived from it in oases expressly provided 
fur, tliut is through city charters, etc. 
There is great doubt if this phrase could 
bo made to o *ver u referendum on the con- 
tinued life of u state commission. I lieu 
the petition called for the repeal <»t the 
law, while the bill it was voted to report 
contained a referendum, wh oh makes it 
broader Hum the petition, and would prob- 
ably lead to its being ruled out on u point 

°^The ways and means committee of the 
bouse yesterday gave u hearing uu the 


Luoe bill to provide for the payment of 
corporation taxes into county treasuries. 
It was very earnestly opposed by repre- 
sentatives of nearly All the cities about 
Boston as well as further away. Newton 
was represented by the chairman of her 
hoard of assessors, as well as by City Ho- 
licitor Slocum, in remonstrance. 

T he senate lias finally killed the bill 
prowling for a public school teachers re 
tiroment fund for Boston, which was very 
earnestly advocated by Senator Harwood, 
ns it lias been under discussion. The 
upper branch first amended it so that 
neither the Senator nor any other friend 
of the measure wanted it. and then all 
hands united in rejecting it. 

Tlie senator spend yesterday in hearing 
tho question of chahging the law in regard 
to contempt of court, so as not to apply to 
newrpapers, unless after a jury trial.

The Auburndaie School Meeting:. 

To tlie Editor of tho Graphic;— 

It was a happy thought of the sohool i 
committee to hold snoli a series of meetings 
as is now being held in tho various wards 
of the city, and they deserve tho thunks of 
tlie whole community for the fresh interest 
it awakens in our public schools. 

The meeting in Auburndaie last week 
was a full, wide awake, representative and 
interesting one. Everything was mutually 
cordial and friendly, and all hud one simple 
desire, to know our schools and to find out 
what could be done to improve them. But 
all tlie newspaper reports of the meetings 
so far as they iiave come to my knowledge, 
give a decidedly different impression of the 
tone and trend of that meeting from that 
made upon all witii whom I Iiave con 
versed, including nearly eiOiryone of those 
who expressed more or les* of criticism. 
Indeed, the unfavorable criticisms were 
surprisingly few, and mild, though every 
one, as is our custom, spoke out with the 
utmost freedom. These, almost alone, 
were noticed in the printed reports, while 
those parents, who made the fullest and 
best statements in favor of the present 
scheme, were almost entirely unnoticed, 
and their .statements omitted: such as Prof. 
Blodgett of the Institute of Technology, 
Mrs. Davidson, a college graduate, Uev. 
Mr. Pratt, Mrs. Blodgett, who as head of 
tlie educational committee of the Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs of Newton, inau- 
gurated the system of educational meetings 
which lias done so much good; Mrs. Alice 
Norton, a college graduate and teacher in 
the Brookline High school. 

The only two criticisms that were at all 
emphatic referred to the past rather than 
to the present- The maker of oue of them 
tells me that lie reognizes the fact that 
there has been a decided improvement in 
the way the subject discussed is now 
taught in tlie Williams school, and if it had 
been taught then as itTis now, lie would 
have had no criticism to make. This has 
been one result of the agitation of the past 
few years. 

The vote was unanimous that the present 
curriculum is not over-crowded 

An informal expression was also unani- 
mous in favor of the present teachers in 
tlie Williams school, for their wise, splen- 
did and devoted work. 

The second question is so put by the com- 
mittee that it is diihcult to decide how to 
vote so as not to give a wrong impression. 
Neither a vote for “yes” nor a vote for 
“no” would express the real opinions of 
most of tlie people. Personally, l believe 
with 1 think, an overwhelming majority of 
our people, that tlie preseat trend of educa- 
tion in’ our grain. uar school here is in tlie 
right direction, so that we could not vote 
that we wanted any radical change. 

On tlie oilier hand, no one believes that 
tlie schools are perfect, and that no change 
of emphasis should be made as to tlie 
studies pursued ; and therefore we would 
like to have voted also on that side. So 
tliut tlie vote reported thus: “As to 
whether there is neglect in tlie amount of 
instructiori given in the four fundamental 
studies— l l in favor of tlie present system, 
and 11 against;” while perhaps intelligible 
to the committee, who heard tlie whole 
discussion, it is certainly misleading to 
those who know only of tlie vote, and do 
not know the almost or quite universal 
feeling that the tone of tlie meeting was de- 
cidedly favorable to the present general 
scheme. I speak only of the Williams 
school, which 1 have carefully investigated 
and do not know whether the other schools 
in tlie city teach spelling and geography as 
thoroughly as they are now taught here. | 
Even here improvements in some other 1 
tilings are within our ideal. 

The thunks of tho people were heartily 1 
and unanimously given to the committee j 
for their present movement in behalf of i 
better schools. It is exactly the right 
tiling to do, to take the parents Into their 
confidence. The meeting did us good. It 
increased our knowledge of tlie schools, 
and awakened new interest in them. 1 
hopp that sueli meetings will bo held fre- j 
queutly, for t hey are one of the most hope 
tul signs of future progress

POST OFFICE CONSOLIDATION. 

There is a movement on foot to consoli- 
date all the post offices in Greater Boston, 
taking in all the offices within the radius of I 
some ten miles from the Boston post office. 
By this means numerous post offices would 
be abolished and sub-stations established 
in their stead, and this would mean a great 
saving in salaries, and the money hereto- 
fore employed for that purpose would be 
available for the employment of additional 
carriers, so that the postal facilities in all 
tbe places affected by the consolidation 
would be greatly increased. 

Postmaster Thomas of Boston says that 
he has heard nothing official in regard to 
this consolidation, although he has received 
instructions to look into the feasibility of 
adding Malden to the Boston postal dis- 
trict, and he has also hal in mind the 
feasibility of taking in all the towns and 
cities within ten miles of Boston, including 
Newton. 

Just how such a proposition would be 
received here it Is impossible to say. but as 
this is the age of consolidation, it might be 
thought there would be no use in objecting 
to it, and the great question of interest 
would be of course whether our postal ser- 
vice would be enlarged by the change. The 
present locatiou of the central office is not* 
popular, and it is no secret that the present 
service is not satisfactory, owing to the too 
small force of carriers. Days when the 
mail is especially heavy, certain sections 
receive only one delivery a day, and other 
sections complain that they never have 
more than two deliveries. The carriers do 
all they can in the eight hours they are 
allowed to work, but their routes are too 
long for efficient service, and any change 
that would piomise better things would be 
welcome. 

It has not been possible hitherto to secure 
a large enough appropriation for the ser- 
vice in Newton, although there is probably 
not a city of its size that pays a larger 
revenue into the postal department. In 
fact the department at Washington seems 
to be all muddled up over the tangle of so 
many Newtons, and taking recent develop- 
ments into consideration it is not probable 
that the national department ever could 
get things straightened out. 

Last week Postmaster General Heath 
proposed to add Waban to the Boston dis- 
trict, but thanks to Congressman Sprague 
and others he has since learned that all of 
Newton is between Boston and Waban ,aml 
now Mr. Heath says that Waban must be 
added to Newton, postally, but the change 
can not be made until after July 1 st, as the 
free delivery appropriation for the present 

year is exh austed. 

THE STREET RAILWAY PROBLEM. 

Thu report of the street railway com- 
mittee has struck many people as rather 
curious, when the histoiy of the street 
railways in Newton is considered, mul 
they are asking for explanations. 

Here is the Newton & Boston railway, 
which is owned by Newton men, and has 
shown a commendable degree of public 
spirit. When the Adams school building 
was burned, it voluntarily gave half-fare 
tickets to alt the scholars who desired to go 
to other schools. It also voluntarily gave 
half fare, rates to ail High school pupils, 
and this did away with the agitation fora 
new High school on the south side. It 
also gave half fare tickets, voluntarily, to 
Lower Falls pupils who lasira l to attend a 
school where there was a mister. Tuis 
was the road, also, that iirst voluntarily 
o fered free transfers In Newton and so 
forced tbe Waltham line to grant free trail. s- 
f.-i s. It also introduced vestibule ears, and 
has substituted them for the oi l eirs as 
fast as possible; and its Lower Falls cars 
are certainly models, an 1 so are the new 
cues on the south side lines. 

The Commonwealth avenue line, on the 
other hand, has never granted free trans- 
: is, and has m ;-»sfully fought against 
this rule being applied to their line Tne 
majority of its stock is said to be owned by 
outsiders, and yet the street railway com- 
mittee votes to give it whatever It asks, and 
to turn down the other road, which has 
sought to accommodate and favor Newtou 
people. 

The action the alderman took on the re- 
port and the amendments passed were very 
am using to to tad with tbe in- 

side history of the case and the events 
which led the to passage of the amendment, 
which of course deprived the locatiou of 
any value. 

All these things huve given rise to an 
agitation for the consolidation of the street 
railways of Newtou, so that all the trouble 
on Washington street could be avoided, and 
also that the new Hues could be placed 
where they are most needed, without being 
interfered with by uuy rivalry between the 
companies. As the lines are so fur dis- 
tinctly Newtou Hues, it would save much 
trouble for the city to huve them all under 
cue management- 


Tin hearings by the special committee j 
on the school board have aroused a good of I 
i interest ami have been largely attended. 
Several communications In tho Oii.tpmc 
this week would seem to indicate that j 
those who favor the present system do not • 
think that the reporters give a fair Account j 
of the proceedings, ns they give special 1 
prominence to the criticisms. This is due j 
for one thing to the necessity for condens- 
ing a three column meeting to half a 
column or less, and also that the adverse i 
j critics make a more striking presentation 1 
of tho! rcase, while those who favor the 
schools only say what would be expected. 
The adverse orltics are "newsy,” while 
the favorable ones are not. The aim of 
the meetings, we understand, was to dis- 
cover what faulls existed in our present 
school system, so thnt they could ho correct- 
ed, if complaints were found to l>e well* 
grounded, and it is for this reason that 
prominence is given in the reports to those 
adverse criticisms. There could never be 
any progress, if everyone was satisfied 
that everything was the best it could be, as 
dissatisfaction is at the bottom of progress, 
and for this reason those who find fault 
with our schools are perhaps worthy of 
more attention than those who agree that 
they are perfect as they are. 

That New Telephone company has ap. 
plied for a franchise In Newton, as will be 
seen from an extract from its petition 
printed in another column. The company 
is not at all modest in its request, as it 
wants a blanket franchise covering any 
street, which would make any favorable 
action by the aldermen a very foolish pro- 
ceeding. The present company has to ask 
a permit for every extension of its poles 
and lines, and a new company could not 
! expect any better treatment. From the 
nature of the case, competition in the 
teleDhone business is impractical. With 
another company in the local field, every 
business or professional man and others 
who wanted complete service would bo 
compelled to have an instrument from each 
company, so that the expense would be 
nearly doubled, without any better service 
than we have at present. The new com- 
pany does not promise any very marked re- 
duction in rates either, and the wise thing 
would be for the aldermen to give it leave 
to withdraw, especially as very little is 
known of the company. 

Our Legislature seems to bo in great 
danger of losing its reputation. A com- 
mittee has reported in favor of repealing 
the civil service law, much to the delight 
of the spoils-loving politicians. Another 
committee, after wrestling over national 
^tTairs, has made Itself ridiculous by re- 
porting that both Senator Hoar and Senator 
Lodge are right in their views in regard to 
the Philippine war, and that the eloquent 
speeohes of both senators have their cordial 
approval. As the senators occupy directly 
opposite positions, it is evident that the 
distracted minds of this committee had 
given way before they made the report. 
Evidently some of the committees ueed a 
guardian, but the legislature should see 
that the state is not made ridiculous. 

Mayor Wilson has signed the order 
for the New Bigelow .school building on 
the old lot. and unless the opposition gets 
out an injunction the matter may be re. 
garded as settled. Several prominent elti- 
zens heard that the order was to be vetoed, 
and that the veto was all written and 
ready to be sent into the lastimeeting of 
the aldermen, but they brought so many ar- 
guments to bear asfshowing the wish of 
tho people was in favor of the old lot, that 
the order was signed. If this was true, 
Mayor Wilson was only imitating Presi- 
dent McKinley, who is represented bv his 
friends as always having his ear to the 
ground, and is anxious to do whatever the 
peopie want, without regard to any convic- 
tions lie may have. 

The street railway problem was too 
much for the aldermen, Monday night, 
although the street railway committee re- 
ported in favor of part of the Common- 
wealth Avenue Street Railway’s petitions 
for tracks on a portion of the streets 
asked for, but the whole matter was final- 
ly recommitted. The Newton & West 
Koxbury petition was also discussed 
at length and was also recommitted. 
It is a rather difficult problem, with all 
these petitions for locations from dif- 
ferent companies, to know just what lo- 
cations will best advance the Interests of 
Newton, and a little further consideration 
will not be any waste of time. 

On another page will be found a thought- 
ful article on our schools by Mr. Geo. A. 
Walton, which is well worth a careful 
reading, as Mr. Walton’s long experience 
makes his views of unusual interest.

George L. Osgood, will also sing. Rev. 
Mr. Ilornbrooke will speak to the children 
and Rev. Mr. Holmes of the Methodist 
church will also make an address.

—Under the auspices of tho Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society in Horticultural 
hall, Boston, last Saturday morning, Mrs. 

Tucker of Church street, gave an ad- 
dress on “Roadside Treatment, Actual and 
Possible.” Mrs. Tucker said that .scienti- 
fic roadside treatment is closely related on 
the one hand to the science of forestry, and 
on the other to the science of good roads, 
but belongs to a more advanced stage of 
civilization than either. For as long as 
tree growth is regarded solely as an incum- 
brance to the ground, to be got rid '.f as 
fast us possible, or of value as measured 
only in terms of cord wood or board feet, 
or while roads are allowed to remain near- 
ly or quite impassable daring a large part 
of the year, while these conditions repre- 
sent the normal standard of a community, 
one is plainly too far in advance of his 
times, who calls public attention to tbe 
beauty or even tries to discuss the utility of 
any roadside growth. She thought no 
official agency could be of mere value In 
the systematic study of local conditions as 
a means toward a bountiful and practical 
treatment than the tree warden or road 
commissioner of each town if he be fitted 
for his office.

For twenty-two years the Young Men's ! 
Christian Association has carried on its ! 
beneficent work in Newton, and to those 
j who have watched its steady growth, 
j especially during more recent years, it has 
' appeared to bean indispensiblo adjunct to 
the churches, and to the soolnl and physical 
development of young men a permanent in- 
stitution. For soveral years, however, tho 
financial and moral support demanded by 


force of circumstances, has not kept pace 
with the well taken advance steps of a few 
Interested citizens who have borne the 
brunt of tho battle in a .struggle not only 
for existence, but for an extension of the 
association's inlluenoe, by multiplying its 
attractions. It now seems that the reason 
for this apparent indifference and non- 
support has been and is a general misun- 
derstanding concerning the purpose, 
methods and results of the work. Those 
already interested expected those who 
knew nothing about the association to 
volunteer service and money. This has 
been a mistake, and recognizing It, practi- 
cal steps are now’ being taken by some of 
our leading business men to acquaint the 
people with the results, possibilities and 
needs of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. 


Never has its usefulness been more ap- 
parent than now, as its field of work has 
enlarged over previous years, and Its Infiu- 
euoo is more widely extended. More than 
1 (H) men ami boys attend the rooms daily; 
133 have used the gymnasium this year; 10 
men secured employment ; 21 obtained good 
boarding places; 5 young men have trans- 
ferred to other city associations, when 
changing residences; penmanship has been 
taught by a skilled teacher. A young peo- 
ple's choral society with weekly rehearsals 
has given tone to the social atmosphere of 
the rooms. Scores of young men and boys 
have been made better aud purer by at- 
tendance upon the religious services. 

Ffty-three boys between ll and 16 
years of ago are members of the junior de- 
partment, while more than this number 
frequent the rooms. In this direction the 
responsibility of the association Is especial- 
ly great, as our future voters and social 
leaders are now among the boys. 

It is the duty of all citizens to acquaint 
themselves with the workings of tho Young 
Men's Christian Association, which Is do- 
ing so much good in the community, and 
according to its merits, contribute towards 
its support and efficiency.

HENRY J. COX PROMOTED. 

A FORMER NKW'TON ROY’S 8UCCK8* AS A 
WEATHER I'ORF.r ASTER. 

Henry .1. Cox, for many years connected 
with the local weather bureau offloe, has 
been promoted to the position of professor 
of meteorology by Secretary Wilson of the 
department of agriculture, upon recom- 
mendation of the ohlef of the weather 
bureau, Prof. Willis L Moore.

Spelling is a subject upon which criticism 
has been bestowed in the meetings of this 
series previously held. This is a hack- 
neyed theme, and has been a subject of 
criticism over sinoe it was considered an 
accomplishment to spell well.

days. If physical training was not syste- 
matically taught in the school room, it 
was provided for in the recesses in bat, foot 
and snow ball, in tag and quoits, in snap- 
the-whip, and hill-dill, in wrestling and 
vaulting, and what not? Names have 
changed, but the things are about as in the 
earlier days. 

When we consider that drawing and 
writing as now taught are aids to each 
other, that spelling is correlated with 
writing, reading, language, and with every 
branch pursued, that history and geogra- 
phy are taught together, that bookkeeping 
is an application of arithmetic to which 
algebra is a kindred branch, it does not 
seem that the charge of overcrowding lies 
against the multiplicity of studies. 

Turning now to the time allotment of 
studies, we find that the time per week 
given to them in tlie grammar schools ac- 
cording to the published schedule of the 
committee, is 22 1-2 hours. If to this is 
addeil 7 1 2 hours for home study, tlie en- 
tire tiniH given to school work is :tu hours 
per week, that is, a little over 1 -fith of the 
hours m tlie working days of tlie week, 
and leaves 114 hours for home duties, sleep 
nud recreation. But the schools continue 
not over 39 weeks in the yt 
school occupies but about 
child’s time during that period of his life 
when schooling is his stated vocation. 

If the mental capacity of the children is 
being overtaxed, it cannot be from giving 
too large a portion of their time to scliopl 
studies. This brief summary uiiglit to 
answer the first inquiry in the negative. 

If we needed other evidence to prove 
that the curriculum is not overcrowded, it 
could lie found in what is actually doing all 
about us. in Springfield, where mutiual train- 
ing has been a regular pursuit for twenty 
years: in Holyoke, where mineralogy lias 
been .systematically pursued for as long a 
time: in Brookline where not only Latin 
but French enters into tlie elementary 
course, cooking also and tlie elements of 
physics and chemistry. More than fifty 
years ago, and to tlie present day English 
and physical sciences have been pursued 
us regular brandies in thegrummur schools 
of Boston. 

In schools on the continent of Europe 
every child studies at least one language 
besides his mother tongue. In Sweden, 
the German language is generally taught, 
while there is steady progress towards 
making English also universal. In France, 
President Eliot declares that tlie children 
at twelve are dearly in advance of ours 
at fourteen in all their sdiool studies. I 
heard William B. Fowle say years ago, 
after his visit to the schools of Prussia, 
“it astonished him to find how much a 
young German head could bold.” Talk 
of over crowding; children of friends of 
mine schooled in Dresden, began their 
morning seas on it seven o’clock, i have 
myself sei n yo mg children in Cologne 
trudging to school with knapsacks of 
books on their backs at half past seven 
o'clock. 1 was yesterday told by the in- 
structor of •Swedish gymnastics in tlie Bos- 
ton Normal school of gymnastics, thut the 
regular hour for beginning school where 
he attended, was twenty minutes before 
seven, and that besides spending six hours 
in tiie regular studies, tlie music, tlie 
Sloyd work, the physical training and tlie 
military drill occupied time outside of 
these hours. If a child here and there is 
unable to meet tlie demands of our limited 
curriculum of studies, if his mental cap- 
acity is over-taxed by giving thirty hours 
a week to school work, the cause should 
besought by tlie parent elsewhere than 
in tiie overcrowded course of studies, and 
the remedy should be applied otherwise 
tlian ut the expense of robust and healthy

"in the oral examinations in spelling ' 
very few mistakes were made in any of the i 
schools, and in many of tlie schools not n j 
mistake in spelling (oral) occurred; while 
in tlie written answers to tho questions, 
tlie mistakes in spelling were very numer- 
ous.” 

I have recently examined these written 
answers, and find abundance of evidence 
of the correctness of the above statement. 
Separate and its derivations generally spelt 
“.separate,” piece several times spelt witli 
tlie e before tlie i, and so on. The spelling 
should be tested by its use in written exer- 
cises. I should expect the schools of New- 
ton to acquit themselves well as a whole, 
under this test, though, owing to theanom 
alies of our language, and a deficiency in 
the power of individuals to retain its multi- 
tudinous written forms, some children now 
and here as in past times and elsewhere, 
will always be poor spellers. 

Tlie hearings tints fur given by tiie school 
committee, afford no ground tor distrusting 
the work doing in tlie schools: tlie criti- 
cisms that have been made ure of too limit- 
ed application or of too general a character 
to be taken as evidence. Tlie large, majori- 
ty of those who have spoken at the hear- 
ings have commended tlie schools in both 
tlie particulars upon which opinions were 
asked, newspaper reports to tlie contrary, 
notwithstanding. These reports on the 
whole seem to show that tlie schools are in 
a very unsatisfactory condition; they are 
often so meagre us to be quite misleading; 
as an illustration, tlie reports of the Au- 
btirndale meeting, stated, one of them, that 
"the majority of the speakers strongly criti- 
cised tlie present school sj stem." Others 
were of similar import. Whereas, of tlie 
twelve persoi.s who gave opinions, seven 
spoke in terms of unqualified approval, 
and three others, who criticised, one tlie 
method of teaching tlie multiplication 
table, one tlie teaching of partial payments 
and one tlie syllabication of words. All 
bestowed unstinted praise upon the schools, 
one for their great excellence in general, 
one tor tlie broad outlook they are giving 
the children by the methods in geography 
and other pursuits, and one by tlie teach- 
ing of good morals and gentle manners. As 
a bo«ly, the teachers have received nothing 
but encomiums. 

It is of tlie gravest importance that 
opinions expressed in such public hearings 
affecting the education of a geuerutlot. of 
children, shall bo. first, full v substantiated 
by critical <• . i nuialio . -, an I, second, that 
there be given to the puuliu full and accur- 
ate reports.

which was also of interost and importance 
to other sections, especially tlie City of 
Boston, the broakmg of the Cochitnate 
water aqueduct, which made that then as 
now quiet, unpretending, lime-scented vil- 
lage a Mecca for sight-seers for several 
days and, gave it as much prominence else- 
where as it ever roooived before that time 
or since. 

The break occurred in a severe rain 
storm, at about half-past six o’clock Tues- 
day morning, not far from tlie granite gnte 
house, which was located about ninety feet 
east of the present one, on the Wellesley 
slope of tlie embankment where tlie iron 
pipes depress to carry tho water across 
Charles river and up the eastern embank* 
nient to tho main aqueduct, which carries 
it to the Brookline storage reservoir. 

Tho main aqueduct is built of brick, 6 
feet, 4 inches in diameter, which at the 
gate house empties into three iron inainsi 
two 30 inches and one 30 inches in diumeter, 
which carried the water across tlie river. 

A leak in one of the pipes beneath the 
frozen ground washed away the gravel 
and undermined tlie pipe, causing it to sag 
and break. The rushing torrents from tlie 
broken pipe quickly undermined the other 
two, which also broke, and tho whole flow 
of water was turned down tlie embank- 
ment into the river below. The. gate house 
and about 100 feet of the main aqueduct 
was undermined and washed away, tlie 
eartli carried by the torrents across the 
land of Ilueben Ware into the river, where 
it foroied a dam completely across it, 
causing the water to overflow the lands 
of Allen C, Curtis on the opposite side, 
and to hack up to sucli an extent that tlie 
Barden rolling mills, Ellis nail faotory and 
Nowell paper mill at the next dam above 
at the Upper Falls, two miles away, had to 
shut down us did the Rice and other paper 
mills below the break, and all that section 
on either side of the river between the two 
villages was inundated. A great amount 
of damage was done to nearly all the prop- 
erty along the river banks. 

Luke Coohituate was swollen to over- 
flowing by the spring floods, and the main 
aqueduct was running to its full capacity, 
about 18,000,000 gallons per day at tlie 
time. 

The break was discovered by William S. 
Ware, who was milking his father’s eows 
when it occurred, and with great presence 
of mind and forethought he hastily mounted 
a horse, and as Paul Revere rode “to spread 
the alarm to every Middlesex village and 
farm,” lie rode to Framingham to notify 
E. F. Knowlton, superintendent of the 
western division, who resided at the Lake, 
to have tlie gates closed as quickly as pos- 
sible. This commendable act of Mr. Ware, 
then a young man just entering his twen- 
ties, saved an Incalculable amount of prop- 
erty damage and made him the hero of the 
occasion. The City of Boston testitied its 
appreciation of his services by presenting 
him with a costly gold Waltham watcli and 
chain. 

It was not until about ten o’clock that 
the acqueduct emptied itself. In tlie mean 
time tlie vast assemblage of spectators wit 
nessed a magnificent sight in one of the 
greatest, most gigantic and most compact 
streams of water that was ever thrown, 
which shot out from its lofty eminence far 
into space, and was the only stream that 
some of the people of that village would 
ever admit surpassed that thrown by tlie 
old cataract (ire tub located there, which 
they always believed could heat all creation 
at throwing water. 

As soon as the force of the water and tlie 
violent rain storm would permit, a large 
force of men was put to work repairing 
tlie damage, ami at nine o’clock Saturday 
evening one of tlie three mains was fin- 
ished and water was passing through it, 
Another was completed at six o’clock the 
next evening, and the last at half past live 
o’clock on tlie following Thursday even- 
ing, nine and one-half days after tlie break 
occurred. Tlie waters subsided in a short 
time, hut it was not until tlie low water 
time of midsummer that the earth ob- 
struction in tlie river was removed. 

Some 16,000 cubic yards of eartli, covering 
a section 100 feet long, 30 feet wide and 40 
feet deep wns carried into tlie river with 
tlie granite gate house, tlie iron pipes aud 
about 1(H) feet of tlie main conduit. The 
total damage was about $15,000,000. 

When notified of tlie break the Water 
Board of Boston at once shut off tlie sup- 
ply in all manufacturing plants and else- 
where, where large quantities were used 
aud it was possible to do so, and urged all 
to use as little water as possible, except, of 
course, for drinking purposes. 

The Derne street. Dorchester Heights 
and East Boston reservoirs, which were 
almost full, were shut <>iv and held as a 
reserve supply in case of an emergency, 
and the Brookline reservoir which fortu- 
nately was full, 100.000.000 gallons, was 
drawn from to meet tlie daily consumption, 
which was then about 12,800,000 gallons 
per day. which, by shutting off the large 
users, reduced it to 3,500,000 gal lous. Con- 
sequently, there was no liability of a 
water famine for a month, ul least, pro- 
vided no extraordinary demand was made 
for it by fire or other unforeseen circum- 
stances. Fortunately, there was no large 
fire until the morning of Saturday, when 
tlie extensive Suffolk flour mills near the 
south ferry on Commercial street were 
burned, with 2,(HX> barrels of flour; but as 
hand engines were t lien in service they 
drew largely from tlie harbor. 

When tlie permanent repairs were made 
the incline was made more gradual than 
formerly, commencing from a point some 
ninety feet farther hack than before tlie

J. 0* A * Hawkes. 

! To tho Editor of tho Oraphio: 

John Qninoy Adams Hawke*, who 
passed away at West Newton last Saturday 
! after a useful aud honorable life of three 
| quarters of a century, honored and ro- 
' speoted by nil who knew him, was one of 
Newton’s oldest citizens, although not a 
native of tills city. He was, with possibly 
one or two exceptions, the oldest fireman 
in number of years of active servioc in the 
J fire department of this eity, a veteran sol- 
dier who served “Uncle Sam” in the pre- 
servation of the Union ns faithfully as he 
served the town aud city of his adoption 
for almost half a century in the nreserva- 
tion of its property and tho lives of its 
inhabitants from the devouring element. 

It was in the fire service that he won hiB 
greatest laurels, and to those who knew 
him the name of “Quin” Hawkes and the 
fire department were synonymous. It was 
In this branch of public service that he 
took the greatest interest of all the tilings 
with which he was associated. He was a 
born fireman, a typical fire fighter of the 
school that made many uncrowned and 
unrewarded heroes who preferred such 
duty because of a love for it and not for 
the remuneration they receive, which dur- 
ing most of the years of liis service was a 
mere pittance, principally his poll tux. 

His fattier was a fireman before him and 
his brothers with him. His first fire duty 
was when lie was a mere lad on the old 
Lafayette No. 18 hand engine of Boston, 
which lay in Treinont Row where Austin 
& Stone’s dime museum now is, of which 
his father was a member. 

With this company as a volunteer, under 
the leadership of that great fire chief, 
William Hurnicoat, ho commenced his long 
career as a fireman which he ended over a 
half century later under another chief of 
the same type, the lamented Henry L. 
Bixby. 

From his infancy he lived in a lire atmos- 
phere. It was with him in liis cradle and 
it died within him only when the spark of 
life left his body. 

When a very young man liis parents re- 
moved to Newton, and early in the forties 
lie became enrolled as a member of Eagle 
Engine Co. No. 6, of Newton Centre, with 
which he was connected fora number of 
years, part of the time residing at Wuhan, 
and notwithstanding the long distance his 
residence was from the engine house lie 
seldom missed a roll call. 

Later lie took up liis residence at West 
Newton, which has ever since been his 
home, and iiis membership was transferred 
to tlie Triton No. 3 hand engine of that 
village with which lie was connected until 
it was retired from service to make way 
for steam fire engine No. 2 in 1871, when he 
became one of tlie originul company ap- 
pointed to man that machine. 

With this company lie served until a few 
years ago, when he voluntarily retired be- 
cause of advancing years and the infirmities 
of old age, after practically serving his 
whole life up to that time in the service 
which was so attractive to him and which 
lie so much honored by having been con- 
nected with it. 

He was one of those who organized the 
Veteran association, in which he took as 
much interest and was as attentive to his 
duties as a member as he was with the 
active service. 

When at the front, fighting his country’s 
battles, his name was borne continuously 
on the company’s roll as were those of all 
other firemen. 

He eared nothing for office. The position 
of pipeinan in the midst of tlie flames where 
danger was the greatest was his favorite 
place, although lie occasionally held a 
minor olficial position. « 

He was injured several times ami had 
many miraculous escapes Oije of tlie 
closest escapes lie probably ever had was 
at the burning of Wales hotel at the Lower 
Falls, in June. 18(»8, when tlie walls fell, 
burying beneath them Capt. David Almon 
of his company as it would have buried 
him hut for a wider space which allowed 
him to pass through unharmed as the wall 
descended. 

As a fireman, as in everything else, he 
was ever prompt to duty, one of the first 
to respond and tlie last to leave, and tlie 
eity owes to him much for what he did as 
did others in times w lien to he a fireman 
meant much harder work than uow; when 
engines had to he drawn by hand, aud 
frequently after a long run worked for 
hours by tlie muscle and brain of tlie men ; 
when men did what horses aud steam 
now do. 

Oa tlie city’s scroll of departed faithful 
servants who gave the best that was in 
them to its service, who served their fellow- 
men honestly and well, none deserve a 
higher place or more prominent position 
than that of John Q. A. Hawkes.

The fifth hearing before the special com- 
mittee of the school board on tlie question 
of tlie alleged neglect of fundamentals i u 
the grammar school curriculum was held 
Wednesday evening iu the hull of the Hyde 
school house ut Newton Highlands. 

The hearing was largely attended by 
parents of Ward Five pupils aud others in- 
terested in educational matters, and wide- 
i ly varying views were expressed. 

| Charles Ogden cited instances which hud 
come under his personal observation, in 
which children hud spent years iu the pub 
! lie schools with very meager results. 

I Graduates of the schools were unable to 
write a decent letter, lie said. This might 
do well enough In Newton where people 
; were used to this sort of thing, but iu u 
business career outside of the eity would 
be disastrous to the graduate. In tin* eighth 
grade, lie said, a long list of studies made 
up tlie curriculum, many of which were 
mere humbugs. 

i Samuel JSbuw thought many of tlie tilings 
taught might be good if there were 
sumoleut time iu which to give proper in- 
| struotion. Not enough time was given to 
fundamentals. 

> S. L. Katou thought that instruction in 
i fundamental branches was neglected. High 
1 school studies should be reserved for the 
j High school. Cases of nervous oreukdowu 
i among pupils, he thought, were too fre- 
quent. 

Tlie spelliug of some school graduates 
I was very much of tho Josh Hillings order 
in liis judgment. 

Darius Cobb thought the results of tiie 
i Newton school system was generally uu- 
satisfactory. Too much time and attention 
I was given to ornamental studies with the 
I result that pupils graduated from the 
schools who could not spell, 
j Freedom Hiitchinsoti did not believe 
pupils were overworked. Sufficient time 
| and attention was given to the so-called 
iuuduiiieiiuls. There was too much of the 
personal ehmieut iu the current criticism 
K. p Seaver was satisfied with the results 
of the present system. G H. Fisher also 
I defended the system at length, aud be- 
I uned that results were generally sutis- 
1 factory.

Unfortunately Congress 
is, to some extent, ruled by private influ- 
ence. The late war was brought about be- 
cause Congress was not able to handle 
these domestic questions. The war has 
not been ended for substantially the same 
reasons. ... 

The Philippines assisted the Americans 
against the Spaniards with the expecta- 
tion that they would have peace and lib- 
erty. They had a government of their own 
and do not want us. It is now a case of 
conquest. ... , , 

Wuen wo look at tho cost of tins thing 
we find there is absolutely no limit. It 
cannot be estimated Some claim that it 
will do much for commerce. What is com- 
merce? It means that a few big houses 
will establish houses and big fortunes will 
be made by a few and that the 70,000,000 
people will pay the taxes.
